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WEEKLY REVIEW. 

Early in the week there was a disposition to 
advance rates owing to the prevailing impres- 
sion that the Treasury would discontinue the 
purchase of bonds for the sinking fund, the 
limit having been reached for the fiscal year. 
The Secretary continued to purchase however, 
and the attempt was a comparative failure, 
call loans closing at 2@2% per cent, Time 


loans are quoted at 4 per cent for 
days, 4% per cent for four months, 
and 5 per cent for six months. Com- 
mercial paper continues in fair supply, 


with an improving demand, We quote 60 to 
90 days’ indorsed bills receivable at 434@5«, 
first class four months’ commission house 
names at 5@5'4, and good single names—job- 
bers—having four to six months to run at 
4@6%. Following are theratesof exchange 
on New York: Savannah, buying 4 discount 
selling 4% discount to par, Charleston, buy- 
ing 4 discount, selling 44 discount. New Or- 
leans commercial, $1 25@150 per $1,000 dis- 
count; bank par.

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THE TARIFF BILLS COMPARED. 
On another page of this isssue of the 
REPORTER will be found a carefully 
prepared compilation of the duties 
proposed by the Senate and House 
Tariff Bills and the duties under the 
present law. Some of the more im- 
portant articles on which changes are 
proposed, and which have not already 
been alluded to in these columns, we 
will consider briefly. On glycerine the 
Senate bill proposes a reduction of one 
cent per pound on crude and one-half 
of one cent per pound on refined, 
which, if a change is to be made, will 
undoubtedly prove satisfactory. The 
duty on glue and gelatine is slightly 
increased. Sponges are placed on the 
free list, where they properly belong. 
Refined camphor is reduced one cent 
per pound, while the House bill pro- 
poses no change. Both bills provide 
| for a reduction of the duty on cas- 
tor beans to twenty-five cents 
| per bushel, while the House bill 
provides a duty of forty cents per gal- 
lon on the oil and the Senate bill fifty 
cents per gallon. On iodine a reduc- 
tion of ten cents per pound is proposed 
while the House bill makes it free. 
Croton oil is free in the House bill and 


thirty cents per pound in the Senate 


bill. On white lead and litharge the 
Senate bill proposes to leave the duty 


as at present but adds one-half cent to 


the duty on orange mineral. The dye- 
ing materials are for the most part 
placed on the free list or the duty 
largely reduced. There is a proposed 


reduction on sulphur ranging from two 


to ten dollars per ton. Paints and col- 
ors are also reduced. Crude drugs are 
for the most part placed on the free 


list, while the unenumerated oils 
placed on the free list by the 
House bill are made dutiable at 


twenty-five per cent. ad valorem by the 
Senate bill. These might well be on 
the free list, as none properly so classed 
in the Senate bill are made in this 
country. The Senate bill proposes a 
reduetion on chloroform to thirty cents 
per pound, and on iodoform to $1.20 per 
pound, ‘Tannic acid now pays duty at 
the rate of one dollar per pound. The 
House bill makes it fifty cents, and the 
Senate bill twenty-five cents per pound. 
Quicksilver is placed on the free list by 
the House, while the Senate bill makes 
the duty six cents per pound, a reduc- 
tion of four cents. Both _ bills 
make soap greases free, These 
are some of the more’ import- 
ant differences in the bills not 
already alludedto. Taking the Senate 
bill as a whole, it is a decided improve- 
ment on that of the House. It is ecom- 
prehensive, explicit, and leaves little 
to be determined by future decisions of 
the Treasury officials. The discussion 
on the bill has elicited nothing new or 
of special interest, nor have the pros- 


pects of the passage of the bill been 
improved.

WHITE LEAD REBATES. 

The schedule of rebates adopted by 
the white lead manufacturers’ associa- 
tion is not satisfactory to the jobers, 
The latter think they are entitled to 
more consideration than was extended 
to them by the corroders, and consider 
it a hardship that they should not be 
permitted to extend the benefit of the 
rebate system to their larger customers. 
As the case stands at present, a retail 
buyer, who takes ten tons or over, is 
obliged, if he buys from the jobber, to 
pay the full price, just as though his 
purchases did not exceed the average 
of the smaller buyers. This, the job- 
bers think is an imposition, and likely 
to deprive them of trade, as the busi- 
ness of supplying these large retail 
buyers will naturally be diverted to 
the corroders under the circumstances. 

A concerted movement is on foot in 
certain localities to induce the corrod- 
ers to recognize the claims of jobbers 
to greater consideration in the matter 
of rebates. At the recent meeting of 
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the matter was very fully discussed 
and resulted in a determination to re- 
quest the corroders’ association to (1) 
increase the discount on lots of 500 
pounds and less, (2) to grant jobbers 
the privilege to deliver wherever cor- 
roders deliver, (3) that the privilege 
of allowing rebates wherever rebates 
are allowed by corroders, be extended 
to jobbers, and (4) that an additional 
rebate be allowed to buyers of one 
hundred tons. To insure considera- 
tion of their request, the New England 
club appointed a committee of five 
to present it to the corroders. 
At the meeting of the Chicago Paint 
Oil and Varnish Club last week similar 
action was taken, but in this case un- 
less the desired change is made the 
jobbers intimate that they may with- 
draw from their position as middlemen, 
leaving the corroders to supply the 
jobbers direct. 

The attitude of the jobbers is only 
what was foreseen and pointed out by 
the REPORTER when the new rules 
governing the sale of white lead went 
into effect. In adopting these rules, 
whether by accident or design, the 
jobbers were placed in a position where 
they had either to devote their atten- 
tion exclusively to supplying small re- 
tail buyers, or of sacrificing the re- 
bate (representing their profit) to 
their larger customers, or of 
turning over the latter to the 
corroders. It is evident that they are 
not disposed to adopt either course 
without an effort to secure themselves 
against the loss of trade which either 
would necessitate by an appeal to the 
corroders. 

Although from the beginning it has 
been evident to the corroders that 
their rebate plan would not meet the 
desires of the jobbers, they have as yet 
shown no inclination to institute a 
more liberal system. The jobber has 
always been a thorn in the side of the 
eorroders, the latter attributing their 
failure to maintain uniform prices in 
the past to the action of the former in 
violating their implied obligations. 
Although in fixing the terms of sale, 
discounts, ete., the jobbers’ interests 
were to some extent consulted by the 
eorroder, the former seems to have an 
impression that the latter have about 
determined to so curtail the field of 
the jobber, that he will cease to be a 
factor in the regulation and mainten- 
ance of prices.

THE ADVANCE IN SHELLAC, 


There are owners of shellac in this 
market who bought on speculation 
several years ago and have been wait- 
ing ever since for a chance to get back 
their money. They have been disap- 
pointed many times in the interim, for 
just as the opportunity seemed to be 
within their reach the market has col- 
lapsed and they have had to resume 
their waiting for a chance to realize. 
Within the past two months events 
have occurred in the shellac market 
which have once more raised the hopes 
of these holders, for there is now a fair 
prospect that they will be able to get 
the prices they paid for their shellac 
and possibly make a profit beside. 

The advance in shellac has been so 
gradual during the past ten weeks that 
its full significance is hardly realized 
by buyers. When about the middle of 
August reports from Calcutta indicated 
an advance there, and this market and 
London began to stiffen up, there were 
many who were disposed to think that 
the improvement was only temporary 
and would be followed by the usual re- 
action. There existed an impression, 
and it may still obtain in some quar- 
ters, that a permanent improvement in 
shellac is impossible because stocks are 
so much in excess of the consumption. 
Late events have gone far to dissipate 
this belief.

principal grades, was based on the ris¢ 
Th Calcutta, which in turn was induced 
by decreased production. There is 
good reason now to believe that the re- 
ported failure of the stic lac crop, which 
caused quite a flurry in the market last 
fall, was a fact, although for the greater 
part of the year intervening the course 
of the market has, been such as to dis- 
credit the report. Late developments 
point conclusively to the fact that the 
supply of the grade of stic lac from 
which the finer kinds of shellac are 
made has been inadequate this sea- 
son. There has been a marked falling 
off of the shipments from Calcutta since 
the advance in prices set in, and some 
of the finer grades are almost impossi- 
ble to obtain in any quantity. Another 
evidence of the inadequacy of the sup- 
ply of a good quality of raw material 
is found in the inferiority of the lower 
grades of shellac now coming here. 
The quality of the T. N. grades coming 
forward during the last year or two 
has been below the previous standard, 
and buyers experience difficulty in 
getting good grades of native brands. 

Regarding the stock, the fact is gen- 
erally lost sight of by consumers when 
calculating the visible supply that 
of the quantity shown by the London 
statistics a considerable proportion is 
unavailable, being blocked, matted, o 
otherwise out of condition, and this 
statement holds good with regard to 
the stock in the United States, though 
in a more restricted sense. Another 
fact which recent cables from London 
have served to make clear is,that of the 
stock in that market none is available 
for the United States because it em- 
braces only the brands that are not ac- 
ceptable to American buyers, Another 
point not generally known and which 
has a considerable bearing in deter- 
mining the exact quantity of stock to 
be drawn upon for purposes of con- 
sumption, is that shellac is being 
packed twenty-five pounds lighter to 
the case than ever before, so that ten 
cases of shellac to-day represents only 
about eight cases, actual weight, based 
on the former standard. 

As regards the stock in the United 
States a careful estimate, based upon 
the average consumption of the first 
nine months of the year, shows that on 
January first, 1889, there will be a stock 
of much less than five thousand cases 
the smallest known in years. From all 
this it may be gathered that the sta- 
tistical position of shellac at the pres- 
ent time is stronger than it has been in 
very many years, and when to this is 
added the fact that freights have ad§ 
vanced one hundred per cent., and 
that the rate of exchange is ten per 
cent. higher than when the advance in 
prices began, the chances of a further 
inaterial increase in values are reduced 
almost if not quite to a certainty.

THE PAINT, OIL AND VARNISH 
CLUB. 





After a lapse of four months the 
Paint, Oil and Varnish Club met 
again last week to discuss a dinner 
and talk over the affairs of the trade. 
Judging by the size of the assemblage, 
there is no lack of interest or enthusi- 
asm in the work this club set out to 
do, and from the report of the pro- 
ceedings, on another page, it may be 
gathered that the members of the 
trades represented in the organization 
are impressed with its beneficent 
effects, and are desirous that they 
should be extended to the entire trade 
of the country. Last Thursday’s 
meeting was of more than usual inter- 
est, and, as has been intimated, there 
was a goodly attendance of the mem- 
bers to do justice to the occasion. 
Naturally the principal topic of dis- 
cussion was the action of the delegates 
at Saratoga in forming a national asso- 
ciation. 

The chairman of the delegation from 
the New York club presented a very 
complete and interesting report re} 
garding the, work done at Saratoga, 
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which was received with gratification 
that the great undertaking should 
have been so successfully inaugurateg, 
and the unanimous approval that was 
given to the part taken in this work 
by the New York delegates, was a 
fitting recognition of the somewhat 
difficult services of those gentlemen, 
and augurs well for the future of the 
national association. The New York 
elub is actuated by the principle 
of the greatest good to the 
greatest number, and though it 
was contented to keep in the back- 
ground when the selection of officers 
was made, and insisted that these 
honors should be distributed among 
the other clubs, it will not be so 
modest in lending its full support and 
influence in carrying out the purposes 
for which the national association was 
organized.

THE SEPTEMBER PETROLEUM 
STATISTICS. 


The reports of the several pipe lines 
for the month of September have been 
made public and make a very bullish 
exhibit, the stocks showing a decrease 
for the month of 982,765 barrels. The 
effect on the market has not been 
marked, although the strengthening 
influence has not been entirely lost. 
There is also a decrease of about 500,- 
000 barrels in outstanding certificates. 
The stocks now being reduced to 21,- 
856,121 barrels, leaves less than a ten 
months’ supply, and at the rate of re- 
duction during the past year the stocks 
would become entirely exhausted at 
the end of two years. True, it may be 
said that the end of the shut-down 
having been reached, the production 
will show a material increase, but we 
have not seen the preconizator bold 
enough to assert that the probable in- 
crease in production will be sufficient 
to prevent further shrinkage of stocks, 
Thus far the new drilling operations 
have not developed anything likely to 
materially alter the conditions at pres- 
ent existing. The average daily runs 
during September were the lowest of 
any month since last January, being 
42,294 barrels. The deliveries were 
2,314,414 barrels, an increase over the 
August deliveries, but they vary little 
from the deliveries during September, 
1887 and 1886. The statements also 
show that the sediment and surplus 
account has been reduced tothe extent 
of nearly 150,000 barrels. The decrease 
in stocks and general strength of the 
statistical situation is evidence of the

It 
was believed that the reduction in 
storage charges would stimulate spec- 
ulative operations, but there was no 
improvement in trading following the 
reduction, nor have investors given 
much attention to petroleum while 
prices were far below the cost of pro- 
duction. Taking all the existing con- 
ditions into consideration, petroleum 
is cheap at current quotations and 
should be considered a safe invest- 
ment, though speculative manipu- 
lators may still prevent that apprecia- 
tion of values the situation warrants 
us in expecting. 

The official report of the exports of 
petroleum and its products during 
September and during the first nine 
months of the present year has been 
issued by the Bureau of Statistics at 
Washington. The total exports of the 
month show an increase of 3,030,113 gal- 
lons over those of the same month last 
year, but the total for the nine months 
show a decrease of 33,037,026 gallons. 
The exports of crude for the month 
show an increase of 88,500 gallons, while 
for the period of nine months there was 
an increase of 5,098,483 gallons. The ex- 
ports of naphtha show a decrease 
during both periods. The exports of 
lubricating oils show an increase of 
754,887 gallons for the month and of 
3,728,178 gallons for the nine months. 
The exports of illuminating oil con- 
tinue to show an important decrease, 
amounting for September to 7,496,625 
gallons, and for the nine months to 
40,115,682 gallons. This is an unsatis- 
factory exhibit, and may only be ac- 
counted for by the inroads on our 
trade in foreign countries, made by 
the Russian product, as there is no de- 
crease in consumption and the stocks 
abroad do not show a reduction to 
allow the supposition that they have 
been drawn upon to that extent, Our 
shipments during the balance of the 
year should show a large increase, but 
present indications do not warrant the 
expectation of a satisfactory improve- 
ment, as the demand for export thus 
far this month does not compare favor- 
ably with that during the first half of 
September. We regret to be obliged 
to say that our export trade in illu- 
minating oil is not in so healthy a con- 
dition as it should be.

PROGRESS MADE BY NEW FISH 
OILS. 

Herring oil is causing some anxiety 
in the fish oil trade, especially among 
menhaden fishermen and dealers, who 
find that it is offered in competition to 
a greater extent than formerly, and 
that it is being sold on its own merits 
instead of masquerading under the 
guise of other oils higher in price. It 
is claimed that herring oil has been 
shipped here from the Pacific coast as 
whale oil which accounts for the sup- 
posed decrease in the receipts of her- 
ring oil, and so long as the trade re-~ 
mained ignorant of the fact no ques- 
tions were raised. But a decided op- 
position was manifested recently to a 
continuance of the deception, as the 
practice reflected on whale oil interests 
which in fact had nothing to do with 
it, and in order to remove the objec- 
tionable feature of business, arrange- 
ments were completed for controlling 
the entire supply of herring oil, and 
hereafter the latter will be distributed 
under its proper name. It will no 
longer be sold as whale oil by first 
hands, but will be found as a competi- 
tor to extra bleached menhaden, which 
it resembles, the understanding being 
that only the better grade will be sent 
here. 

It has been a conundrum to the fish 
oil trade how this product of Alaska 
can be sold in competition with men- 
haden, the price of which has not sat- 
isfied fishermen for two or three years,

Dog fish oil 
from Pugent Sound is recommended 
for compounding purposes, but as it 
could not be laid down here with a 
profit under fifty cents per gallon, the 
annual yield of 25,000 gallons finds, an 
outlet elsewhere. 

Among the ancient oils in this line 
which have had a struggling existence 
are porpoise, seal and sea elephant. 
The latter is. the only one which is reg- 
ularly quoted in this market, the 
others only being offered occasionally 
and in small quantities. Cod oil has 
been supplanted to some extent by 
cheaper articles and very little has been 
heard of it during the past two years, 
but it is coming to the front again, and 
may cut an important figure in trade 
befcve next season. The legitimate 
fish oil trade may now be said to be 
free of misrepresentation since the de- 
sirable change in marketing herring 
oil. Buyers can rest assured that they 
are obtaining pure raw materials, as 
deception is soon exposed and dis-

VARNISH GUMS IMPROVING. 
After a long period of quiet and de- 
pression of values, the market for 
varnish gums is beginning to exhibit 
signs of improvement. The incentive 
in the first instance was the increase 
in freight rates for ocean transporta- 
tion and the advance in the rate of ex- 
change produced by the rise in the 
price of silver. While prices remained 
at a low level and the probability of 
improvement was remote, buyers were 
indifferent to the future and could not 
be induced to stock up in advance of 
their requirements.

THE OPIUM SEASON. 


The course of the opium market 
since the beginning of the current sea- 
son has been a disappointment and an 
enigma to many in the trade. Follow- 


ing such an unusually short crop ‘as 


that gathered last year, it was natural 


to infer that prices would seek a high- 


er level as soon as the wants of the 
trade began to assert themselves. That, 


at least, had been the experience of 


previous short crop years and accord- 
ing to precedent there should have been 
a large advance in prices, particularly 
as last season’s crop was the smallest 
on record fora number of years. In 


place of a bouyant tone, and an active 


speculation in the drug, however, there 
was a depressed and declining market 
during the earlier part of the season 
and an almost total lack of interest 
among buyers. At the beginning of 
the season we heard much of a Euro- 
pean syndicate formed with the object 
of getting control of the markets, and 
whose operations in connection with 
those of certain large American specu- 
lators were expected to force prices up 
to unprecedented figures. There is 
reason to believe that an attempt was 
made to control the markets on both 
sides of the Atlantic, and that the de- 
pression in the market during the 
earlier months of the season was part 
of a scheme laid for this purpose; but 
the failure to interest outside investors 
caused the plan to fall flat, and the 
subsequent favorable reports of the 
current year practically put an end to 
all hopes of getting up a large specula- 
tive movement in the drug. 

It is a foregone conclusion that the 
crop of 1888 is above the average, so 
that there is no reason to anticipate 
any stringency in the supply during 
the coming year, but the  oper- 
ators apparently have not abandoned 
the expectation of making a good turn 
out of their efforts, basing their hope 
of ultimate profits upon the fact which 
seems to be established as clearly as 
that we are to have a full supply of 
opium next year, and that is that the 
current year’s crop is deficient in, mor- 
phia strength. Just how much the 
available supply will be curtailed by

THREE ANIMAL OILS. 


The REPORTER has been asked to 
give the total annual production of 
lard, neatsfoot and tallow oils, but 
that is one of the impossibilities, as the 
amount produced in the United States 
has been an unknown quantity since 
the industry was established and’ no 
doubt will continue to be, as the 
pressers decline to furnish any informa- 
tion upon which to base an estimate. 
The three oils are companions and 
made at the same works, and although 
there has been no difficulty in geting 
the production of linseed, cotton- 
seed and other oils, the manufacturers 
of animal products studiously avoid 
any reference to figures or facts when 
their business is mentioned. One 
Western and two city houses were 
communicated with during the week, 
but without any satisfactory result. 
We were told that an extreme vein of 
jealousy extended throughout the lard 
oil trade, and that competition was 
“something awful to contemplate;” 
that pressers were watching the move- 
ments of each other and waiting for an 
opportunity to score a point. Under 
the circumstances they considered that 
‘silence was golden,” as it would be 
commercial suicide to give their busi- 
ness away. 

No idea can be formed therefore of 
the amount produced, or whether con- 
sumption is on the decrease or other- 
wise. Itis a well known fact however, 
that lard oilis being pushed with great 
energy and that sacrifices are made to 
meet competition. The battle is be- 
tween city and western brands, and 
according to outside appearances the 
domestic movement has not changed, 
but foreign shipments show a decrease, 
the total for the past eight months 
being 568,470 gallons in comparison 
with 616,989 gallons same time last 
year. Lower grades of lard oil have no 
regular schedule of values, the solici- 
tation of bids being the rule. 

Neatsfoot oil is still used extensively 
to compound with mineral and other 
oils, but it is difficult to ascertain 
whether the former production is in- 
ereased or decreased. If we are to 
judge from inquries there would be no 
hesitancy in saying that its popularity 
is on the wane. A wide range of values 
is quoted and the buyer can take his 
choice of grades between forty-five and 
eighty cents per gallon, Tallow oil has 
seen its best days but prime grades 
manage to realize fifty-three cents per 
gallon. About ten firms manufacture 
the three specialties named and they 
are distributed through New York, 
Chicago, Kansas City, Cleveland, Phil- 
adelphia, Baltimore and Boston. There 
have been no failures in the trade, com-

The local druggists of New Orleans have

He was 32 
years old and resided on West 59th street. 


Late intelligence from Havana states that 
the recent hurricane tore from the bottom 
and destroyed much of the sponge on the 
coust of Cuba, and it is feared that the trade 
in sponges will necessarily be suspended for 
some time, 

A large quantity of adulterated pepper was 
seized recently at a wholesale house in Paris, 
The dealer must have been doing an extensive 
business, for he is said to have been in the hab- 
it of getting his ground olive seed by the truck- 
load from Marseilles. 

East St. Louis has a new medical concern. 
Messrs. Oren D. Tucker, O, D. Tucker, Jr., and 
H. M. Tucker have incorporated the Quaker 
Remedy Manufacturing Co., with a capital 
stock of $50,000. The certificate filed failed to 
state the object of the company. 

The following articles are wanted for the 
navy yard at Portsmouth, N. H.: About 400 
pounds red lead, dry, 400 pounds red lead, in 
oil, 50 pounds brimstone and 100 gallons linseed 
oil, raw. Proposals will be received by the 
Navy Department in Washington until Octo- 
ber 23. 

Sealed proposals, endorsed “Proposals for 
Hardware and Paint,” will be received at the 
Bureau of Medicine and Surgery, Navy De- 
partment, Washington, D. C., until Thursday, 
Novy.

The London Post complains that some un- 
principled person has been sending to that 
journal and to other London papers bogus re- 
ports of accidents and misadventures, in 
which mention has invariably been made of a 
certain “Fluid” known in the drug market, 
apparently in order to obtain gratuitous ad- 
vertisements, 

At Indianapolis, Ind., Oct. 8, a match was 
dropped through the grating into the base. 
ment of Browning’s drug store and the flame 
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ignited a quantity of varnish. The fire was 


confined to the basement, and the loss from 
this cause alone iscomparatively trivial. Mr. 
Browning carries $40,000 insurance. The dam- 
age by smoke may reach $2,000. 

A Southern contemporary says that an inge- 
nious inventor has brought to perfection a 
process for extracting the essential oil from 
pine needles, and of separating the pulp from 
their fibers, leaving a large residue of the lat- 
ter of sufficient strength and elasticity to be 
used advantageously for all the purposes that 
hair and curled moss are by upholsterers. 

At Brighton, Mass., Oct. 13, the drying house 
connected with the starch factory of George 
W. Hollis on North Beacon street, was destroy- 
ed by a fire at 7:20 A. M. The loss to the owner 
of the building, Thomas Baker, is $3,000, and 
the loss to Mr. Hollis by the destruction of the 
contents of the building is estimated at $15,- 
000. The losses are fully covered by $19,000 
insurance. 

In the Senate, Monday afternoon, Mr, Alli- 
son, alluding to the prospects of the passage 
of the Senate Tariff bill, said he thought it 
ought to be discussed before a full Senate, and 
the Senate, before adjourning, should agree to 
take up the bill immediately upon reassem- 
bling in December, which will no doubt be 
done. 

The return of cool weather has about dis- 
pelled the yellow fever scare, which had 
somewhat restricted business in parts of the 
South, and there is renewed activity in trade. 
Everything seems favorable for a heavy fall 
and winter business. Manufacturing inter- 
ests are fully employed, and all industries are 
making money, says the Manufacturers’ 
Record, 

In reference to the discovery made by the 
Badischen Anilin und Soda Fabrik for the 
cheaper production of aniline, a contempor- 
ary says that the director of the Fabrik bad 
recently been staying at Bonn for the purpose 
of studying the new process with Prof. 
Kekuli. This process, for which it is intended 
to take out a patent, is expected to prove of 
great advantage in the making of aniline, 

Mr. Charles Klussman has just arrived by 
the Adriatic, and will soon proceed through 
the country in the interest of Messrs. Leach, 
Neal & Co., manufacturers of Indian reds, 
oxides &c, This genial gentleman bas made so 
many trips to America for this well-known 
house, that he is always accorded a hearty 
welcome. The representations he has made 
on previous visits about the quality of his 
goods have been fully borne out, and his 
trade is now fully established in this country. 

Secretary Mitchel of the New Orleans cham- 
ber of commerce has secured samples of can- 
naigre root, used in Mexico for crudely tanning 
leather, This has been sent by experts to the 
tanneries in Massachusetts to test its economic 
value asa tanning product. Professor Metz 
of Tulane University is now engaged in mak- 
ing an analysis of these cannaigre roots for 
the purpose of acquainting the chamber of 
commerce with their tanning properties, 


The general inyitation to the lard and pork 
packers of Chicago and other cities to meet 
Norman J. Coleman, Commissioner of Agri- 
culture, and discuss with him in Chicago the 
best methods of making an extensive exhibit 
at the Paris Exposition, was not responded to 
except by a very few dealers. Nothing was 
done.except to arrange for another meeting 
about Novy. 15, when it is hoped there will be a 
full representation of the pork packing inter- 
est of the country. 

Poteline is the name of a mixture of gela- 
tine, glycerine and tannin, to which sulphate 
of barium, or of zinc, may be added, and which 
may be colored by vegetable colors. When 
cold it may be used for numerous purposes. 
Itcan be turned, filed, bored, polished, and 
can be used for hermetically sealing bottles, 
etc. The proportion of ingredients varies ac- 
cording to the uses. For sealing bottles, of 
course, it must be used liquid. Potel, the in- 
ventor, uses it with success for preserving 
meat, by applying itliquid, at a temperature 
of 50-60 degrees C, 








PETROLEUM NOTES, 


The first petroleum spring In England has 
jnst been discovered near Northwick. A well 
belonging to a firm of brewers has ceased 
giving water, and is said to yield a copious 
supply of oil. 

Sealed proposals will be received at the 
oftice of the U. 8S. lighthouse inspector on 
Staten Island, until noon of Friday, the 2d 
day of November, 1888, for furnishing mineral 
oil and lard oil, of the quality required for the 
United States light house service, 


An oil well has been struck near Findlay, O., 
which eclipses anything in the history of the 
Ohio field. It is estimated to flow 9,000 barrels 
per day, and has been visited by hundreds,of 
people. The ground in all adjacent territory 
is completely saturated with grease. 

President Charles G. Wilson of the Consoli- 
dated Exchange reported on Saturday that a 
committeee had examined the affairs of, the 
Gratuity Fund. The Exchange had $964,000 
belonging to theGratuity Fund deposited in 
banks and trust companies, and the accounts 
were found to be correct, 


According to an act passed by the Ohio Leg- 
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islature, all gas and oil leases in that State not 
filed for record with the County Recorder by 
the first of this month will be null and void, 
unless the owner of said lease is in actual pos- 
session and operating under its provisions. 
All leases made hereafter must be filed for 
record forthwith to make them valid. 

A company has been incorporated in Lon- 
don as the Anglo-Greek Petroleum Wells and 
Works. Object: To acquire certain properties 
and concessions of petroleum wells situate in 
Greece; working, letting, selling or otherwise 
dealing with the same or any part thereof; to 
carry on the manufacture of all the products 
drawn from the petroleum wells, and its trade 
in all its branches, &c. Capital, £300,000 in £10 
shares. 

On Friday last 5c was added to the premium 
paid for Tiona oil, advancing the premium to 
25c, the same as Washington. This does not 
apply to Clarendon nor Sheflield crude, Tiona 
oil is much sought by certain refiners on ac- 
count of the almost perfectly transparent 
condition in the state of nature. It is the 
clearest oil and freest from certain deleterious 
matters produced in the oil country. 

An oil strike of more than usual interest and 
importance has been made by a natural gas 
company. Itis situated at Anderson’s Land- 
ing, on the Ohio River in West Virginia, and 
just opposite Toronto, O. The strike wasan 
unexpected one and it will open up an entire- 
ly new field. Natural gas was being drilled 
for. After there had been a few small tlows 
of oil the well was plugged and will so remain 
until the owners bave made an examination, 


The Paola (Kan.) Republican is authority for 
the following: A strong tlow of gas bas been 
struck in well No. 2 in the Boon field, ata 
depth of 700 feet. This is the fifth stratifica- 
tion of gas struck in this well, and points 
more clearly than ever to the probability that 
we have the same deposits of gas that have 
been struck in Ohio and Pennsylvania, In all 
the wells in those regions several stratitica- 
tions of “surface” have been struck, but this 
gus they invariably cast off and bore for the 
main reservoir, 

A report comes from Harrisburg to the ef- 
fect that within the next sixty days natural 
gas will be furnished to Harrisburg, Philadel- 
phia, and all intervening towns and cities 
also that natural gas has been struck in appre- 
ciable quantities east of the Allegheny Moun- 
tains. So contident are the projectors of the 
scherne that a new fleld has been discovered, 
that grants of immense tracts of land along 
the Blue Mountains are said to have already 
been secured covering thousands of acres, 
located in no less than five counties, and the 
operations of drilling for the gas has already 
been begun by employees of the company 
within five miles of Harrisburg.

The Peppermint Oil Situation. 
Norrawa, MIcu., Oct, 11, 1888, 
Editor O11, PAINT AND DRUG REPORTER: 


The discussion relative to the peppermint 
crop and the future prospects of the market 
which have appeared during the past six weeks 
in the REPORTER have elicited much interest 
trom both producers and the trade. 

In reply to your request that I should give 
you my own views of the situation anda state- 
ment of the facts as they appear to me, I ad- 
vise you as follows: 

The crop of 1888 is now entirely distilled, that 
is, so far as itever will be, but owing to the 
excessive drought which prevailed in this sec- 
tion preceding and during the distilling season, 
the plants were stripped of many of their 
leaves, in which the essential oil is chiefly con- 
tained, On this account not only was the pro 


duction of a majority of the fields reduced to 
less than one-third of the crop but many fields 
were so far gone that growers let the plants 
stand hoping that later on rains might come 
which would cause new neaves to grow in 
place of those which had been lost. 

This experiment, however, proved a failure, 
and not one of the fields so left will be cut at 
all. This state of affairs was never before 
known in this county. 

Statements and circulars sent out by the 
chronic bear of New York, who is evidently 
very short on his contracts, are very amusing. 
It will be remembered that the statement was 
made that “the Western banks were holding 
large quantities of peppermint which they 
were desirous of selling.” 

Having never known of a case of this kind, 
but wishing to be positive before making a 
statement myself, I recently addressed a letter 
toevery bank in the peppermint-producing 
districts of the West, asking “whether they 
had ever held oil peppermint as collateral or 
loaned money on the same; if so, to what 
amount, and whether the loans during the 
past year had been in excess of the average 
amount for the past ten years.” 

I have now heard from every bank with the 
following results. There is only one (Messrs. 
Osgood Bros., of Mendon), who have ever held 
a pound of this oil as collateral or loaned 
money on the same, and they state that the, 
have not had during the present year over 100 
pounds in their possession at any one time. 
If the gentleman who issued the circular 
would name the banks who offered to sell him 
oil it would be interesting. 

The same “bear” says in one of his circulars 
that “a large amount of oil will be also pro- 
duced this year from the ‘third crop.” The 
facts are exactly the reverse, There have not 
been over 200 pounds oil peppermint so produc- 
ed in the entire stateof Michigan during the 
entire year. 

In your issue of September 22d, you publish 
aletter from Mr. George W. Osborn, President 
of the Mint Growers Association, which con- 
tains contemporary facts proving the proof of 
his statements. While the eastern crop was not 
effected as seriously as the western it is well 
known to be very small, and the aggregate 
amount of peppermint produced this year in 
the United States cannot exceed 50 per cent, 
of the average crop. 

The “Japanese oil peppermint” so-called is 
used as an argument by the bear element who 
claim that it is being used to a considerable 
extent. It isanotorious fact, however, that 
it is used almost entirely for adulteration. 
Recently while in Milwaukee I was shown a 
sample by a wholesale druggist there who 
asked my opinion regarding it. I told him at 
once it was the “Japanese oil.” He then ex- 
plained that it had been sent to him by a New 
York house on an order for the true oil pep- 
permint. When the shipment arrived it was 
found to be of very rank odor and he wrote 
for an explanation, They replied that they 
thought the oil would suit him as they were 
able to sell it a little cheaper. The facts were, 
however, that he was charged more than 
double its value had it been invoiced for what 
it was. 

The argument of the Japanese oil will do 
well for houses who have no regard for the 
reputation of their goods but those who re- 
gard such reputation will not recommend the 
substitution of this rank and inferior oil for 
the superior and genuine American. Japanese 
mint, as well as other cheaper oils, will be 
used by the adulterators who are changing 
their methods of adulteration from time to 
time, but I do not believe that the more intel- 
ligent druggists, and certainly not the manu- 
facturing consumers, will ever substitute the 
lower grades for the higher quality. If they do 
it will result in the loss of their best patron- 
age. 

By referring to the opinions expressed in the 
recent issues of the Reporrer, commencing 
with that of Aug. 22d, it will be seen that of 
ten persons whose opinions have been asked, 
seven predict higher prices, two are non-com- 
mittal, and one only predicts lower prices, 

I wish before closing to congratulate the 
REPORTER upon the public spirit it manifests 
in seeking intelligent information for its pat- 
rons in every department of trade.

The situation of the market in linseed oil 
may be not inaptly described as anomalous. Its 
most prominent features seem to be an appar- 
ent scarcity of seed in the hands of crushers, 
an actual dearth of oil, anda general feeling 
of uncertainty as to “what a day may bring 
forth.’ Another advanee— in two installments 

has occurred during the week, amounting in 
the aggregate to three cents per gallon, to- 
day’s quotations being 55 cents for raw oil in 
car lots. As regards stocks, it is not too much 
to say that never in the history of the trade, 
have they been so light at the same season as 
they are now, Itis reported on the street that 
the supply of one of the largest city mills is 
very nearly, literally exhausted, and that the 
concern takes more interest in the purchase of 
seed than in the sale of oil. Whether well or 
ill-founded--and it seems to be tolerably well 
authenticated—this rumor, affecting, as it 
does, one of the most prominent establish- 
ments in the West, is worth repeating, as tend- 
ing to show the condition of affairs in this sec- 
tion. At the same time, the sympathetic ad- 
vance in Western oil inthe New York market, 
which was telegraphed here yesterday, is re- 
garded in some quarters as indicating that 
however meagre may be the supply in the 
West, the East is hardly in a position to “cast 
the first stone.” 

As regards the future, any prognostication 
must necessarily be so conjectural in charac. 
ter as to be of little value. Probably the key 
to the situation is to be found in the course of 
the tlax market, but to the uninitiated on- 
looker the latter problem is as perplexieg as 
the former, After the absolutely unprece- 
dented bound of ten cents per bushel. which 
occurred yesterday, the mind of the average 
observer becomes confused, That such an ad- 
yance should be regarded as speculative 
rather than inherently justifiable, is not at 
allsurprising, ‘The outside gossip concerning 
“manipulation,” * corners’ and “squeezing 
the shorts” has received a fresh impetus, and 
there isa disposition to inquire “what next 7?” 
Asa natural consequence, the course of Cal- 
cutta seed in the New York market awakens 
some interest. Under existing freight rates 
(and common carriers kindly promise an ad- 
vance of 25 % next week) seed from India must 
necessarily cost 11.2c. more per bush. bere than 
atthe seaboard should freights advance, as 
threatened, from 20 to 25 cents per cwt. the 
added cost would be at least 14 cents per bushel. 
Conceding that in oil-producing qualities the 
product of the Orient exceeds that of the 
Northwest by about ten pounds, or ten per 
cent per bushel, there is still a fair margin 
within which the latter might advance, even 
over present prices, In other words domestic 
tiaxseed at $1 71 is as cheap a purchase here as 
Calcutta tlax would be at $1 90—which price 
probably represents the inside figures at which 
the latter can be put down in the market. The 
bearing of these considerations is evident; 
there yet exists a broad margin for advance in 
seed, and there does not seem to be anything 
but unexpectedly large receipts which check 
its upward movement; to-day’s prices for 
crude material afford no profit to crushers, 
even if they do not entail a positive loss, 
Granting the correctness of these hyyothesis, 
and taking into consideration the fact that the 
larger proportion of stocks in the West are 
concentrated in comparatively few hands, it is 
difficult to see what is to prevent a further 
and decided advance in oil. This line of argu- 
ment, however, brings one back to the original 
puzzling conundrum—what will be the course 
of tlax ? 

As regards the volume of trade it may be 
said that‘the inquiry from all sections con- 
tinues active and that more than one mill 
finds itself behind in filling orders booked 
weeks ago. As might be inferred from what 
has been already said, holders of the amber- 
colored fluid are far from being anxious sel- 
lers, a circumstance which may or may not 
prove to be astraw indicative of the course 
of the wind that will regulate future quota- 
tions. One fact, at least, seems _ toler- 
ably certain. Chicago crushers manifest a 
disposition to relegate the Eastern markets to 
the control of producers nearer the coast, Calls 
upon them from points nearer home seem to 
be suflicient to engross at once their time and 
their energies, and the capacity of their mills, 

In cake, the situation remains practically 
unchanged, The local market may be quoted 
at from $20@21, the by-product having failed 
to sympathize with the advance in oil. It is 
within the bounds of possibility that a con- 
tinued firmness in freights may yet result in 
higher values, As matters stand at present, 
the output is readily marketed, but not at 
prices satisfactory to producers, 

FLAXSEED. 

The extraordinary fluctuations which have 
occurred in the flaxseed market have resulted 
in casting into the shade the visible supply. At 
the opening of the week the official statement 
showed 139,445 bu against 156,238 bu a week 
ago, and 258,075 bua yearago. Receipts have 
aggregated, according to the statement of the 
official inspector, 470 cars, of which 430 were 
gradec as No.1, The statement of the secre. 
tary of the Board, as posted on ’change is a

Reported sales of cash seed during the last 
six days have aggregated 287 cars of No. 1, 20 
rejected and6‘“tno grade.” Of futures sales 
have been—of October, 64,500 bush; of Novem- 
ber, 15,500 bush; of December, 51,000; year, 111,- 
000 bushels. 

That the tendency has been upward as re- 
gards both spot and futures will sufficiently 
appear from the following statement of the 
course of the market chronologically consid- 
ered: On Monday light offerings and fair in- 
quiry advanced the price of cash seed to $1 40, 
which was the closing price for the day. Fu- 
ture deliveries were not specially active but 
closed higher, probably in sympathy, May scll- 
ing at $1 38144@1 39%, closing at the outside. On 
Tuesday there was noticeable a still firmer 
feeling. The larger proportion of the demand 
was for shipping; holders were firm and prices 
advanced. No. 1 closed at 42, cash; 
December delivery brought the same; 
for year $1 41 bid but no sellers appeared. On 
Wednesday a firmer feeling was perceptible, 
and an advance of 4c was to be noted. No. | 
cash closed at $1 42; October, with buyers at 
$1 41% and sellers at $1 424%: Deeember 
brought $1 42 and year flax was salable at the 
Rame price. Thursday saw a firm and advanc- 
ing market. Light arrivals resulted in an ad- 
vance in the price of No. 1 cash from $1 430 
$1 454%. The appreciation was generally sup- 
posed to be the result of a desire on the part 
of “shorts” to “cover.” Futures also rose. 
October seed advanced from $1 42@1 4544, clos- 
ing at the outside: December brought $1 45; 
while year delivery closed at the same figure. 
No little excitement was noticeable on Friday. 
For the first time in the history of the Chicago 
market flaxseed advanced le in one day, No. 
1 closing at $1,55. There was a marked dispos- 
ition to exchange October for November, yet 
only a light premium was offered, For year $1 53 
was bid but holders were firm at $154. May 
delivery was saleable at the same price as 
cash seed--$155. ‘To-day there seemed to be 
less inquiry on the part of shorts,and the mar- 
ket fell off five cents, closing at $150, having 
opened at $153. October seed was exchange- 
able for year at 4@4c premium. November 
closed at $149, December at $1 4944, with year 
nominally at $l 48'%.

Reviewing the course of the market for the 
week, one may summarize as follows: More or 
less of the seed coming in has ‘arrived on con- 
tract, and has consequently not come upon 
sale. As regards buyers, there is a prevalent 
impression that representatives of eastern 
mills have bought more freely than have local 
crushers. As corroborative of this theory, 
the fact may be mentioned that vessel room 
for 82,000 bushels has been engaged to Buffalo. 
Rumors are still current to the effect thata 
considerable proportion of the seed held back 
is not yet threshed. 

OLLS. 


The only special item of interest to be 
gleaned this week with regard to lard oil is the 
fact that one of the prominent pressers of the 
city is credibly reported to have sold “extra” 
at 80c, while his chief competitor was turning 
adeaf car to all offers of less than 8ic. A 
languid interest was taken in speculating as to 
the cause for a difference more than usually 
marked. It is opined by some observers that 
possibly slow sales may have resulted in a 
slight accumulation of stocks. Such a theory 
would afford a ready solution, but whether it 
is correct or not is not known to the average 
man, who is far from being admitted into 
packers’ secrets, For “extra” the demand 
continues very light, while inferior grades 
notably No. 1 and No. 2—are in fairly 
good request, but at substantially Jast 
week's prices. As long as the lard 
market continues in its present condi- 
tion, no change in oil seems probable. 

A reported advance of 2 florins in the oleo 
market in Holland during the week has 
encouraged both production at and exporta- 
tion from this point. The Rotterdam market, 
however, has shown no improvement in regard 
to inferior grades. Still, this circumstance 
seems to be regarded by local melters as alto- 
gether too trivial to be taken into account. 
There seems to be a blind confidence in the 
future, which is rather encouraged by local 
representatives of foreign houses.The fact that 
cablegrams report aggregate sales of but about 
2,600 tierces of American oil in Dutch markets 
has not prevented the exportation of 3,000 
from Chicago during the past week. So far as 
the local market is concerned, it remains as 
usual, ‘stale, flat and unprofitable.”

October, thus far, bids fair to be a more 
prosperous month in the paint trade than was 
September. At the same time, common sense 
induces one to hesitate about “praising the 
day till it’s over.’ Dealers are not buying, but 
railroads and manufacturers are placing orders 
with more freedom. On the whole, however, 
the situation is one not calculated to evoke 
wuch self-gratulation among jobbers, The

prices; the outside figures of last Saturday 
may be quoted as the inside prices to-day, 
Business is fully up to expectation, and job- 
bers, as a rule, wear countenances wreathed 
in smiles.

nor is it recognized in the trade as a salt of 
quinine, and that, being in fact a chemical 
compound, the article was returned for duty 
as aforesaid. The Department is of opinion 
that duty was properly assessed on said arti- 
cle, and the action is accordingly affirmed, 
ROOT-FLOUR OF TAPIOCA, FREE OF DUTY, 

THOUGH INTENDED FOB USE AS A STARCH, 


The Treasury Department received a letter 
from the New York collector, transmitting an 
appeal of Messrs. Kwong, Cheong, Hing from 
his decision assessing duty at the rate of 24% 
cents per pound on certain so-called “flour” 
imported into New York and claimed by the 
appellants to be free of duty under the provis- 
ions of the free list (T. I. 772) for “root flour,” 
and originally returned by the apprasser at 
the rate assessed under the provision in sched- 
ule G (T. I, 269) for “other starch.” 

The appraiser in his report states that sam- 
ples of the merchandise in question were sub- 
mitted to the United States chemist at this 
port, who found the article to be tapioca 
starch, and that, in view of Department’s de- 
cisions of July 7, 1883 (Synopsis 5,802), and Jan- 
uary 11, 1887 (Synopsis 7,971), which hold that 
flour made from tapioca, although chemically 
a starch, may be admitted free of duties under 
the provision for “tapioca” (T. I., 800), without 
regard to the use for which it is ultimately in- 
tended, the appeal would appear to be well 
founded. The collector was authorized to re- 
liquidate the entry, and to take measures for 
refunding the duties exacted. 

DYEWOOD EXTRACTS—A COMPOUND OF EX- 
TRACT OF LOGWOOD AND A SALT OF COP- 
PER DUTIABLE AS A “LAKE.” 

The Treasury department isin receipt of a 
letter from the New York Collector transmit- 
ting an appeal of Messrs. W. Slack & Sons 
from his decision assessing dusy at the rate of 
25 per cent. ad valorem on certain so-called 
dyewood extract imported into this port, 


claimed by the appellants to be dutiable at the 
rate only of 10 per cent. ad valorem, under the 
provision in schedule A (T. I., 84) for “logwood 
and other dye woods, extracts and decoctions 
of,’ and returned by the United States ap- 
praisers as a “lake,” dutiable as the rate as- 
sessed, under the further provision of sched- 
ule A (T, I.. 87) for “colors and paints, includ- 
ing lakes, whether dry or mixed,” &c. 

It appears from the papers that a sample of 
the merchandise in question was submitted to 
the United States chemist at this port, who 
report it as consisting of extract of logwood 
and a salt of copper, which constitute a 
“lake.”’? In view of this report the assessment 
of duty as aforesaid was affirmed.

A $500,000 Oil Fire. 


Fire broke out early last Thursday morning 
inthe iron tank steamer Hafis, lying at the 
foot or North Tenth street, Brooklyn, along- 
side of one of the piers of the Pratt Manufac- 
turing Co.’s storage and shipping yards. The 
steamer was loaded with 16,000 barrels of re- 
fined oil in tanks. The flames spread rapidly 
and burned fiercely all day. Two immense 
storehouses were totally destroyed; two ves- 
sels were rendered useless; four firemen are 
lying in a hospital, burned in a _ horrible 
manner; and nearly half a million dollars 
have been lost. How the fire originated is 
not known, though it is believed it originated 
in the galley. The tanks on board the Hafis 
were fully loaded and the hatches had been 
closed down, ready for sailing orders. 

Almost instantly after the bursting out of 
the flames in the Hafis a light wooden shed on 
the dock near by caught fire,and the flames 
communicated with two immense brick store- 
houses, in which many thousand barrels of oil 
were stored, Loud explosions were constant- 
ly heard within the burning buildings, and it 
was at the imminent risk of their lives that 
the brave firemen approached the seething 
mass. Joseph McCormick and Firemen H. G. 
Hellen and James McElroy, and Michael 
O'Keefe, worked a hose to within thirty feet 
of a blazing storehouse and had thrown a 
stream through a break in the wall, when a 
sudden explosion and upheaval of brick and 
iron, accompanied by a deluge of burning oil, 
threw the firemen to the ground, They strug- 
gled desperately to get to their feet, and, with 
the aid of their companions, who rushed at 
once to the scene, succeeded in getting away. 

From the store-houses and dock the flames 
spread to the bark Ella Vose, loaded with 4,40° 
barrels of naphtha and 500 cases of oil. Num- 
erous explosions and wide sheets of fire soon 
weecked the entire imterior of the vessel, 
Twelve fire engines, three trucks, and six fire 
boats from New York and Brooklyn worked 
industriously to quell the blaze, but water on- 
ly added to its fierceness, and it was not until 
the storehouses and their contents were 
burned to the very ground that the fire on 
shore was overcome. The tiremen, however, 
succeeded in preventing the flames from com- 
municating to the immense oil tanks in the 
yards. Four vessels,the Avoca, Marie, Deutsch- 
land and Leopoldshell, were towed into mid- 
tream and sustained little or no damage. The 
Hafis was taken out from the vier and streams 
of water thrown over ber. She will provea 
total loss. 

The loss may be stated to be about half a 
million dollars, as follows: The steamer Hafis 
and cargo. $255.000; the Ella Vose and cargo, 
$50,000; Pratt’s warehouses and oil, $100,000; 
Philadelphia and Reading Coal and Iron Com- 
pany, $25,000; the docks and machinery,$75,000; 
damage to the vessels that were towed out in 
the river, by water thrown into them, about 
$5,000. The principal loss will fall on the own- 
ers of the vessels. No statement of the 
amount of oil in storage could be secured and 
the loss can only be conjectured. The com- 
pany, it is stated, will begin the work of clear- 
ing away the derbis at once, and probably by 
the first of next month work will be resumed 
as usual, 
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Lanesin ys. Lanolin. 


Lanesin is a product analogous to lanolin, 
for which a patent has been obtained in Ger- 
many. The bleaching waters from wool are 
treated with lime, and the product with al- 
kalies. The dried product is then treated 
with “appropriate solvents’? which are evap- 
orated, when the residuum is treated with the 
ethylic and methylic ethers of oleic or ricinic 
acid. A soft, smooth product is obtained 
which does not become rancid, and is “appli- 
cable to pharmaceutic and cosmetic uses,” 
says a French contemporary.

The inventors of 
sewing machines after expensive litigation 
came to an understanding by which all the 
companies were enabled to make fortunes, 
The Central and Hudson Railroad began on 
the little road between Albany and Schenec 
tady, No one would desire to see the corpora- 
tion dissolved into its former parts. Labor 
organization has adopted the same methods 
and is a form of trust.

Chalk is scarce and held at high rates. Sales 


were reported at $3 50 during the past week, 
but the amount was not given. Nothing of 
special interest can be noted. 

China Clay—The market for this article is 
practically unchanged from last week. There 
8a sufficient supply of all grades available, 
with the trading fair for the season. Low 
grades still sell at $13 50, mediums at $16 and 
the higher qualities at $18. 

Talc has sold in jobbing lots at unchanged 
figures with the market steady, though feat- 
ureless. The following prices are quoted: 
14@1%c for French,and 544@1%c for American, 
according to quality and quantity. 

Terra Alba—The only item of interest in the 
market for this article, is the fact that there 
has been an arrival of French, which has re- 
lieved the market somewhat, although it was 
allsold previous to entering this port. No 
changes in the ruling prices can be quoted, 
80@85e per 100 lbs. being asked for foreign. 
70@75e for American No. land 40@45c for No. 
2. The market is steady at these prices. 

Whiting continues in good demand, with the 
market very firm at 55@60c for common and 
@M75e for gilders. 


Clues. 

The demand has decidedly fallen off during 
the past week, and this, along with very heavy 
imports, is making buyerscautious. New glue 
begins to come in freely, but has not met with 
the usual inquiry. It is evident that low fig- 
ures on domestic glues must prevail, to meet 
the prices and quality of the foreign makes 
now arriving so largely. 

Varnish Gums. 

There is a much better demand for spot 
goods, and owing to the advance in Auckland 
for Kauri,the market is high on spot, and seve- 
ral large sales have taken place recently. 
Dealers are looking for higher prices in the 
near future, owing to the general feeling of 
firmness which is existing.

WINDOW GLASS. 


The situation in the window glass market is 
unchanged. Dealers report a fair demand. 
but business is not up to the average of past 
corresponding seasons, and this appears to 
hold good in markets outside of New York. 
Prices on American are still unsettled, the dis- 
counts nominally quoted being 75, 10 and 10%, 
On French the agreement between the import- 
ers is maintained, the discounts being as 
follows: For lots of 200 boxes or less, 75% 
discount; over 200 and less than 350 boxes, 75% 
discount, anda rebate of 5%; over 350 boxes 
75% discount and a rebate of 10s; if taken in one 
calendar month. Less 2%, cash, 30 days. 


PLATE GLASS. 


The demand for plate glass improves slowly, 
but trade is not so active as usual at this time 
of the year. A steady feeling prevails, the 
discounts on both foreign and domestic re- 
maining 50 and 10% on sizes over 30 feet, 50, 10 
and 5% on sizes under 30 feet and over 10 feet, 
and 60% on sizes under 10 feet.

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Glass-Making in Italy. 

The report of the Italian Chamber of Com- 
merce tells us that the national industry of 
glass making engaged 5,000 workmen in 1876, 
whose work was worth about 12,000,000 lire. 
Since then its value has increased even beyond 
the rate of the people employed, for present- 
day calculations show that it occupies 7,00° 
men, and the value of the total output cannot 
be reckoned as less than 18,000,000 lire. Very 
large factories of common glass used for wine 
bottles, lamp glasses, window panes und ordi- 
nary domestic purposes, exist at Florence, 
Rome, Naples, Milan, Turin, Parma, Altare, 
Garessio, and other places, and many of them 
are furnished with the most modern and scien- 
tific improvements. There are one or two ex- 
hibits at West Kensington of the purely utili- 
tarian branches of glass work, but it is not 
from them that any particular lessons are to 
be learned. As signs of the breadth and extent 
ef Italian commercial enterprise they are in- 
teresting, but they are in no way in advance 
of our own.

Glass Making in Holland. 


The glass industry of Holland has only at- 
tained a certain amount of importance with- 
in, comparatively speaking, recent years. In 
1850 there existed only five or six small glass 
works in all Holland, and their products were 
disposed of with difficulty owing to their infe- 
rior quality. —Since then, however, the pro- 
cesses of manufacture have been greatly im- 
proved and thenumber of glass works has in- 
creased surprisingly, the most important, that 
of M. Pierre Regout, of Maestricht, giving 
employment to 1,000 hands, and the products 
of this establishment are not only used

The manufacture of glass bottles is 
the most important branch of this industry, 
and is divided into two classes, namely, square 
bottles for containing Holland gin and spirits 
generally, and round bottles of all sizes. The 
manufacturers of the former are found in the 
neighborhood of Rotterdam and Schiedam, or 
attached to the large distilleries throughout 
the country. The manufacture of round beer 
and wine bottles is carried on near Amster- 
dam.

Vegetable Oils. 


TUESDAY EVENING, Oct. 16, 1888. 


A stronger feeling characterizes the linseed 
oil market, and values have been pushed up 
two cents since last writing, the first change 
having occurred on Friday and the second on 
Monday. The market is in a sensitive posi- 
tion owing to the course of seed fluctuations, 
and higher prices are still looked for. City oil 
is now quoted at 58c, Calcutta seed oil at 60c, 
and Western oil on spot or to arrive at 5éc. 
The week is reviewed from a Western stand- 
point in our Chicago letter on another page. 

The principal feature in the cotton oil mar- 
ket is the advance in winter grades which now 
command 50@60c according to quantity. 
These salad oils are making considerable head- 
way and supplanting olive oils in many quar- 
ters. The demand for crude oil from the West 
is still urgent and additional contracts have 
been made direct with the mills but the par- 
ticulars have not been made known. Bulk oil 
is moving to a greater extent than usual, the 
demand being principally from the West and 
this will have the effect of delaying arrivals to 
this port. According to a telegram received 


from New Orleans to-night the 
views of holders of _ refined oil 
have been’ considerably advanced, as 


50c is quoted for summer yellow in that mar- 
ket, while the asking figure for crude is 39c. 
The wide range in values is no doubt the 
cause of the increased inquiry for crude to be 
shipped West, the understanding being that 
large consumers refine their own product. 
The New York market is about bare of sup- 
plies, with the exception of winter grades, and 
prices are therefore nominal, with the ten- 
dency higher on summer yellow and white for 
shipment, in sympathy with the primary mar- 
kets. There is no disposition to quote for 
November or December delivery, unless by di- 
rect communication with the mills, and as there 
seems to be a good reason for light supplies 
during those months at least, prospective 
buyers are more energetic in making known 
their wants, especially for refined oil, but out- 
side of a few hundred bbls of summer white 
oil at 48l¢c for delivery duriny balance of this 
year, no transactions of importance have come 
to public notice. The exports are increasing 
at a rapid rate, as will be seen by the compar- 
ative table below. Indications point to a very 
successful season in cotton oil.

Palm oil has a moderate demand at old 
prices. We have a sale of 180 casks Liberia 
palm oil at 334c 


Animal and Fish Oils. 

The lard oil market has been irregular and 
ruled lower than previously quoted, some sales 
of prime oil having been made at 75c. The 
feeling at the moment is barely steady with 
prices quoted at 77@78c, but the inside figure 
can be shaded for some brands. Extra No. 1 
is comparatively scarce and held at 62@67c. 

Elaine and saponified oils are unchanged in 
value. Bids a fraction lower than the market 
are constantly being refused, which indicates 
a desire to do business on the part of buyers 
Elaine commands 37@40c per gallon and sapon- 
ified 544@534c per lb. 

Cod oil is stationary at the advance to 37@ 
38c, and the inquiry is considered good. Higher 
prices are looked for. 

Crude sperm oil is firm. The last sale of 130 
bbls was at 66c but this figure was refused for 
additional supplies at New Bedford. 

The c: ude whale oil market at New Bedford 
is bare of stock, the entire lot of 1,700 bbis 
noted last week in this column having been 
sold for manufacture on private terms. It was 
held at 4Uc. It has been some time since the 
market was cleaned up so thoroughly as at 
present. 

Whalebone is quoted at $3 25 per lb for old 
arctic without sales, The stock is distributed 
as follows:

Menhaden oil continues firm at 32c deliver- 
ed, with sales of 1,500 bbls on Eastern ac- 
count at that figure. The factories are well 
sold up, and there is still a fair inquiry to be 
noted. Southern oil receives no attention in 
this market, as the supply is very limited and 
there is no difficulty in selling to Eastern par- 
ties. Herring oil is being brought forward as 
a stronger competitor of menhaden, as will be 
seen by reference to an article in our cditorial 
columns, It will be sold under its proper name 
hereafter, and be held about 3c above the va- 
lue of menhaden. There are 300 bbls of her- 
ring oil on the way from the Pacific coast, but 
no price has been fixed upon it. 





Mineral Olls. 

The most important feature in the lubricat- 
ing oil line is the extraordinary increase in 
foreign shipments. The Government statis- 
tics issued last week, furnish food for thought 
as they tella remarkable tale of the progress 
made by American mineral lubricants on the 
other side. An increase of nearly four million 
gallons is to be noted for the past nine months 
in comparison with the same yeriod last year. 

The general home market is firmer but not 
quotably changed except black reduced oils, 
some brands of which have been advanced 
¥@lc per gallon. Itissaid that the demand 
for summer black oil has not perceptably de- 
creased since the warm weather disappeared. 
Neutral bloomiess oiis are claimed to be lower 
in price than circumstances would justify, 
but there is no change in regular brands. 





Oil Cake. 

The market for oil cake is slightly higher as 
the demand is better, with supplies light com- 
pared to this time last year. Sales have been 
made of Western cake on spot at $24 50, and 
this price is still quoted, The transactions are 
not important. 


Wax, Lard, Tallow, Etc. 

Paraffine wax is on a firm basis, especially 
crude, which is still in light supply and the as- 
sortment very meager. An inquiry for 130@ 
182 test is still to be noted. Values are un- 
changed, 

The lard market continucs unsettled and 
values are ona lower range than previously. 
Western steam is quoted at 9c and city steam 
at 9c, while refined is dull at 10@11}4c. 

Lard gtearine is lower at llc fur Western and 
11%c for city. Oleo stock is barely steady at 
the decline to 9c. 

Tallow is steadier at 54@5i4c. The demand 
is quiet.

A Tariff Commission Wanted, 


A few months since the REPORTER pub- 
lished an interview with Mr. J. M. Peters, of 
Seabury & Johnson, on the tariff question, in 
which he advocated the appointment of a 
commission to relieve Congress of the tariff 
burden and take the question out of politics, 
Precisely the same suggestion has now been 
made by Mr. Alexander E. Orr, the popular 
and influential president of the Produce Ex- 
change, who gives his reasons as follows; 

I think it is conceded on all sides that some 
change is desirable, but what that change 
should be, and how to make it, is the grave 
query that perplexes and appals. Whether 
wise or not, and much, very much, can be said 
on both sides of the question, the fact remains 
that through legislative enactment, the people 
have been educated into the present highly 


money have been invested in mills, machinery 
and industrious enterprises cf all kinds and 
conditions. For this the people, through their 
representatives, who made the tariff laws, are 
responsible. There exists a moral guaranty, 
that cannot be overlooked, that having, 
through legislation, encouraged these invest- 
ments, nothing shall be done, which in a sud- 
den and violent way might destroy these prop- 
erties, and throw their large army of depend- 
ents out of the work they have fitted them- 
selves for, and upon the permanency of which 
they had a just right to depend. For this 
reason alone, tariff enactments that have to 
deal with the manufactured article fashioned 
in this country, should be approached with 
caution, and the reductions called for, made 
from time to time, and in moderate percent~ 
ages: First, to let the interests affected have 
time and opportunity to accommodate them- 
selves to the new order of things, and second, 
to intelligently find out just what reductions 
they are abie to bear without absolute and 
vital injury. Raw materials could be treated 
with much more promptness, and as a rule, 
without much injury, might at once 
be admitted into the country duty free, 
But even then, those home interests, however 
small, that would be affected by such action, 
should be cared for by a fair system of com- 
pensation until full justice from an equitable 
stand-point wasdone. The country is rich 
enough, and should be big-hearted enough to 
live up to this standard of right, and whena 
tariff basis for revenue, and the remuneration 
and elevation of American labor is reached— 
eliminating every vestige of that pernicious 
system that we call protection—a condition of 
permanent prosperity will obtain, of which it 
would be impossible now to simply outline 
the picture. But standing committees of 
Congress, or cast-iron enactments, or long 
debates where man against man, or party 
against party are arrayed, very often for ulte- 
rior motives, cannot do this, The whole ques- 
tion must be taken outside of all such issues to 
be successful. A commission, carefully se- 
lected, where mercantile and legislative talent 
might be commingled, with a latitude of ac- 
tion within certain limits—something after 
the manner of the Interstate Commerce Com- 
mission, or the powers granted within the 
French tariff laws—would and should meet the 
requirements. Such men can be had if they 
are sought for, men above the suspicion of an 
influence other than that of their country’s 
welfare; men who would take the nation as it 
stands to-day in the throes of a protective tar- 
iff delirum-tremens, and by careful watchful- 
ness and gradual reduction of the evil, but 
without a total suspension of the cause of the 
evil, would courageously and surely bring the 
patient back again to a normal condition of 
healthfulness. Such a commission could re- 
port to Congress from time to time, and, 
through an experience gained by actual con- 
tact, suggest the remedies that are finally to 
insure the desired end.

Higher Tests For Illuminating Oils. 


In a paper by Spencer B. Newbury and W.P. 
Cutter, of Cornell University, published in the 
American Chemical Journal, attention is drawn 
to the fact that the legal regulations in regard 
to the flashing point of illuminating oils were 
mostly framed under different conditions to 
those now existing. It is pointed out that in 
the State of New York, for instance, where no 
oil is allowed to be sold which flashes below 
100° F., the legislation was probably based 
upon the observations of Dr. C. F. Chandler, 
who found that the oil in the lamps generally 
in use at that time, 16 years ago, while burning 
in rooms at ordinary temperature, rarely 
reached 100° F., but nevertheless even he 
recommended the adoption of a legal flashing 
point not lower than 120° F. 

Messrs. Newbury & Cutter rightly remark 
“there can be no doubt that in using kerosene 
of ordinary quality in the powerfully heating 
lamps which are now common, we are depend- 
ent for our safety upon the accurate construc- 
tion of the burners, which render it difficult 
for the explosive vapors in the lamp to become 
ignited. An oil which flashes below 120° Fah- 
renheit is not safe to use in these lamps, and 
with oils of ordinary grade the conditions of 
explosion are constantly present." 

One uncomfortable conclusion arrived at by 
these gentlemen from the tests they have 
made, is, that “oils which flash at a point con- 
siderably above the legal requirement may, 
under proper circumstances, give violent ex- 
plosions at their flashing temperature.” The 
expression “proper circumstances” refers to 
the certain proportion of air mixed with the 
heated vapor. 

Another point brought out is the unreliabil- 
ity of the burning test which determines the 
temperature at which a sample of oil will burn 
in an open vessel, as an indication of safety. 
An oil may show a very high burning test and 
yet be of low flashing point and therefore un- 
safe, 

Taken altogether, it seems to us that it is 
time that the legal flashing point should be 
raised to 120° F., for as it stands at present it 
is a sham and a danger instead of a protection, 
and any slight increase in the price of oil con- 
sidered necesaary by the refiners would be 
more than compensated by the fewer acci- 
dents and losses that the safer material would 
occasion,— Engineering and Mining Journal. 
@MOil that will not flash below 100° is perfectly 
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safe. A very large proportion of the so-called 
“accidents” in the use of such oil are due to 
the grossest carelessness. People so careless 
would probably cause fires and other ‘‘acci- 
dents” with lard or sperm oil.

The English Petroleum Markets. 


London.—The landings in this port during 
September have been rather moderate, say 59,. 
000 barrels against 80,000 barrels in the same 
period last year, and although the deliveries 
have also been on a diminished scale, the stock 
has been somewhat reduced, so that instead of 
a heavy excess as heretofore, it now shows a 
paltry surplus of only 2,216 barrels. For some 
time after our last monthly summary, in- 
creasing activity continued to prevail in the 
market for petroleum oil,which was under the 
stimulus of further exciting advices from 
America, and both speculators and the trade 
being encouraged to operate largely, extensive 
contracts were entered into in all positions at 
materially enhanced rates, establishing an ad- 
vance of 4d to 44d per gal on the August rates 
for American refined, when it fetched 754d to 
7%a on the spot, 7d to to 744d for October to 
December deliveries, and 554d to 7d for Janu- 
ary and February. Subsequently, however, 
the buoyancy subsided, followed by a more 


general ebstention from buyfmg; and, 
with a growing desire to sell, 
transactions have since been con- 


cluded at a sharp reduction in value, spot oil 
not selling at above 654@634d for immediate 
and forward delivery, or 1d per gallon below 
the highest point. At auction on the 28th ult., 
4,860 barrels American refined petroleum of 
the “Tea Rose” brand, as per petroleum 
association certificate, were offered with 


out reserve, and sold at 65¢4@6 11-léd 
per gallon. At the best period, Rus- 
sian oil was bought at 654@6%d, but 


latterly it has been obtainable at 64@ 
644d per gallon. American water-white oil, 
though scarce, has not undergone any partic- 
ular change, and petroleum spirit has not 
brought any more money at 8@834d; but re- 
fined coal oil has again realized a slight ad- 
vance at 64d per gallon.

TUESDAY EVENING, Oct, 16, 1888. 


The week under review has developed few 
features of interest, and withal, has proven 
disappointing to those who had looked for an 
improvement in the price. The pipe line 
statements were made public and show a fur- 
ther reduction of stocks, amounting for the 
month of September to 982,765 bbls. The re- 
duction of .stocks has now been going on for 
the past four years, during which time the 
shrinkage of oil above ground amounts 
to about 18,000,000 bbls, and yet the price 
does not respond to the continued strengthen- 
ing of the statistical situation. The field 
reports do not warrant the expectation of any 
important increase in the production, at least 
not to an extent {that will prevent a further 
reduction of the stocks above ground. The 
consumption now amounts to over 70,000 bbls. 
a day, while the daily production is less than 
45,000 bbls.a day. It will, therefore, be seen 
that to bring the production up to consump- 
tive requirements would require a new pro- 
duction of over 25,000 bbls. a day. It is fair to 
assume that the stocks will be reduced below 
20,000,000 bbls. before any important number 
of new productive wells are added, and that 
the stocks will continue to decrease for 
months to come. There was a meeting 
of the producers connected with the P. P. A. 
in this city last week, supposed to be for the 
purpose of making some provision for further 
withholding that reserve of 5,000,000 bbis of oil, 
but no information could be gleaned, the dele- 
gates keeping their doings secret. The well 
news does not show anything important, 
except that there is an increasing amount of 
new work in progress and some of the 
wells are in important locations. The 
duliness in refined has doubtless had some in- 
fluence in preventing an increase in specula- 
tive trading, as it has been frequently alluded 
to by the bear operators. The number of cer- 
tificates outstanding has also been decreased 
and, in fact, every feature, but the one of dull- 
ness, warrants the expectation of higher prices. 
The transactions during the past week show 
an increase over those of the previous 
week, the sales footing up 8,632,000 bbls 
against 7,220,000 bbis for the preceding week. 
The clearances of the local exchange amount- 
ed to 18,646,000 bbls, against 20,110,000 bbls dur- 
ing the preceding week. The total clear- 
ances reported forthe other four exchanges 
amounted to 41,432,000 bbls against 46,144,000 
bbls for the preceding week. The high- 
est price of the week was reachea on Sat- 
urday, when 9544c was touched. The low- 
est point of the week was 9174c, and was 
touched on Wednesday. The opening 
price last Wednesday was 9344c, and the 
close this evening was at 927c, showing a loss 
as the result of the week’s trading of 4c, 
while the extreme range of fluctuations for 
the week was 33¢c. 


In the Clarion field Cadwallader’s well on 
the Barber farm, is doing 450 barrels a day. 
Cadwallader No. 2, on the Newmarker farm is 
pumping 10 bbls. a day. Cadwallader’s No, 1 
on the Greenland farm is doing 0 bbls a day, 
and his No.20n the same farm, is doing 125 
bbls aday. Cadwallader No. 1, on the New- 
marker farm is doing 30 bbls a day. Cadwal- 
lader No. 5, on the G. W. Arnold farm,is doing 
5 bblsaday. The Normal well on the Normal 
farm, is doing 8 bbls a day. Jones No. 1. on the 
Hindman farm, is doing 30 bbls a day. They 
are still working on the Hart well, on the 
Slaughter-house lot, but can’t bring the salt 
water down. There are 25 pumping wells, 14 
drilling wells and 20 rigs building. The daily 
production is now 1,000 bbls. White & Kolkett, 
of Edenburg, are drilling a well at the mouth 
of Piney Creek. They are down 300 feet. 
They intend to drill 3,500 feet, if they don't 
strike something before that. Piney Creek is 
about five miles east of Clarion. The Piper is 
doing 10 bbls a day. 

At Bakerstown Mr. Guffy’s well on the 
Marshall farm, was drilled enough to show that 
it is very small as compared with what Guffy 
had reason to expect. The drill wascontinued 
a whole day without improvement on its pre- 
vious showing, and the result is that some very 
good judges of wells estimate it at 50 bbisa 
day, which is fully a half less than was ex- 
pected when the well was struck. Hoag’s well 
on the Hickey farm is at the sand and will be 
drilled in to-day. This venture is considerably 
westward, and Syl. Cosgrave’s well, on the 
Harrison farm, is supposed to have 'settled its 
prospects for anything large. The owners, 
however, do not consider success sure. Pat- 
terson’s well, on the McKelvey farm, is a 
strong gasser in the fourth sand. 


The Bridgewater Gas Company's well, Brice 
farm, on Turkey foot run, a small tributary of 
King’s Creek, one and a half miles east of the 
Ohio River, opposite Toronto, which struck a 
showing of oil about ten days ago, and made 
several smal! flows before she was shut in, was 
since opened up, and flowed eight inches in a 
250 tank the first hour, by continuous 
small spurts or flows without really stop- 
ping. Then she began to stop three, then 
five, then ten, next fifteen, then eight- 
een minutes between flows, increasing in 
length of stops. All this time she had but an 
inch and a half opening made by boringa 
hole through the wooden plug in the top of 
the casing. At that time a casing head was 
put on and two two-inch single lead pipe was 





regularly connected to the tank. While thus 
open the well made a few open flows, appar- 
ently nearly emptying herself, and when con- 
nected to the tank declined to flow for two 
hours, when she made a small spurt, indicat- 
ing weakness, and a quick decline to a5 or 10- 
bbl pumper, unless she shows more oil when 
drilled in the sand, which will probably not be 
done for some days. The oil was struck at 
940 feet, and it is undoubtedly Smith's ferry 
oil, which both the well and oil closely 
resembles, 


Wednesday, Oct. 10. 

The opening price this morning was 93}¢c, 
which was a gain of Kc over the close of Tues- 
day and the upward movement continued 
without check until the highest price of the 
day was reached during the first quarter hour 
of the session at 933g¢c. The advance was caused 
by orders received and partly by the efforts to 
cover of a few shorts who had become demor- 
alized last evening. The reaction, however, 
was equally as prompt, and before the end of 
the first half hour the price had dropped to 
9244c. During this time trading was very ac- 
tive but there followed a dullness which con- 
tinued until noon. Shortly before 2 o’clock 
another break was brought about by efforts 
to sell and the lowest figure of the day was 
reached at 91%c. This again stimulated buy- 
ing and late in the day the figures again moved 
upward, the close being at 924%c. This madea 
loss for the day of 5¢c under a range to quota- 
tions of gc. Thesales for the day foot up 
1,587,000 bbls. There was no news of import- 
ance to affect the market and the changes 
were due to the speculative operations. The 
news from the fields was to the effect that 
Guffy’s Fulton well, after drilling all day yes- 
terday, was doing5 bbls per hour. The Hartz 
well proved dry. The White Ghering No. 4 
was doing 20 bbisa day. The Huselton well on 
the Puff farm at Saxonburg was 20 feet in the 
sand and had no oil. Bolard’s Bodenfelder No- 
3 is doing 10 bbis per day.

Pittsburg Glass Trade. 


The Pittsburg correspondent of the Crockery 
and Glass Journal writing from that city last 
week says; “As before mentioned, the new 
factories established in the West are getting 
part of the trade that formerly used to come 
here; but on the other hand the consumption 
has greatly increased in the last few years ow- 
ing to low prices and the growth of popula- 
tion, so that there is not so much falling off 
here, even in Western trade, as might be ex- 
pected. This city is still regarded as the great 
centre of the domestic tableware business, a 
fact evidenced by the necessity which outside 
manufacturers feel of making their selling 
headquarters here in the spring and fall, when 
buyers come along to make their purchases. 
At the regular weekly meeting of the local 
window glass manufacturers trade was repor- 
ted dull, owing, it was said, to the great and 
unrestricted outputin the West brought on 
by free fuel and cheap land. They expected 
a more active business after the election. 
Twenty furnaces are now in operation in this 
city alone, and nearly all the outlying dis- 
tricts adjacent have also started. Glass is 
lower in price than at the last fire, but this 
will hardly stimulate the demand much, as it 
is an article no one will buy unless he wants 
to use it.

History of Cinchona in India. 


The first proposal to grow cinchona in India 
was made in 1835,for there seemed to bea 
danger of the supply from America running 
short, as no regular cultivation of the tree was 
carried on. Despite numerous warnings it was 
not till 1858 that sanction was accorded to the 
scheme. A few packets of seeds and six seed- 
lings which were introduced by private indi- 
viduals failed to germinate, while the first im- 
portations under government auspices were 
equally barren of results. In 1860, however, 
success crowned their efforts, and a cinchona 
plantation was formed in the Nilgheri Hills. 
By the end of 1870 the three plantations on 
these hills covered twelve hundred acres, the 
limit fixed by Government. The experiment 
has been tried in various other parts of India 
with varying success. In Ceylon, especially, 
it thrives uncommonly well, for the planters 
are able to select sites that very nearly resem- 
ble its native habitat in South America,—In- 
dian Agriculturist.

Welsh Lead Mines. 


At the monthly sales for lead ore, held at 
Holywell, on Thursday, September 20th, a 
marked improvement was noted in the prices 
giving for raw silver-producing lead ore. The 
quantity of ore offered was greater than for 
several years, and the average price paid was 
£9 3s 9d per ton, the highest price paid being 
£10 2s 6d. {The Halkyn Mines Company offered 
350 tons of ore for sale, raised in the Duke of 
Westminster's land at Halkyn, and it realized 
£3,446 15s. The purchasers were Messrs. Quirk, 
Burton & Co., St. Helens, and the Bristol Sub- 
limed Company, who outbid the local lead 
smelters. The increased activity in Flint- 
shire lead mining has induced the Miles Drain 
age Company to extend their territory.

Egyptian Mummy for Painters’ Colors. 


Egyptian mummy is in request on the Con- 
tinent, partly in the preparation of painters’ 
colors, and partly for antiquated medicinal 
purposes, but lately it has not been possible 
to fillthe demand. The news comes from 
Egypt that the excavations are now only per- 
mitted to take place under government sur- 
veillance, and that all the sound specimens 
found are kept for museums, while fragments 
are again buried. An effort is now made to 
procure the bitumen usually found in the 
stomach and abdomen of the mummies,which, 
it is thought, will be found serviceable for the

A So-called Substitute for Glass. 


Glass is so cheap that it seems scarcely 
worth while to invent a substitute. M. L. C. 
A. Marguerie, however, has obtained a patent 
for what he calls a Paris novel vitreo-metallic 
material, suitable for glazing and for other 
purposes in place of glass, which material is 
said to be unbreakable and transparent. It is 
made as described in the Patents Journal by 
immersing wire gauze or metallic cloth—that 
formed of galvanized iron wire being prefer- 
red—in a heated state in a thin paste or liquor 
formed of soluble glass, gelatine, or isinglass, 
and glycerine, or glucose in proportions 
which will vary according to the use to which 
the sheets or panes of the material are to be 
applied—say for example, 10 to 15 per cent. of 
glycerine or glucose, and the remaining 90 to

85 per cent. being two-thirds gelatine and one 
third soluble glass. The sheets or pieces of 
wire gauze are afterwards hung in adrying 
room, and before they are quite dry they are 
dipped ina concentrated solution of chrome- 
alum or bichromate of potash, after which 
they are again dried, when they will be ready 
for use. Coloring matters inany suitable pro- 
portions may be incorporated with the gela- 
tine so as to produce sheets or panes of any 
desired color or shade; or by applying colored 
pastes or liquids with a brush transparent mo- 
saics can be produced, The vitreo-metallic 
sheets or panes can be coated with a protec- 
tive varnish of any suitable kind—such, for 
example, a8 a copal varnish.

Aluminium.* 


Aluminium has indeed been called “Silver 
from Clay,” a name refering to its appearance 
and origin. But you must not be under the 
impression that because this clay silver costs 
about as much as the real silver, no efforts 
have been made to accomplish its easier ex- 
traction. I presume that there is not a single 
chemist the broad land over who has not, at 
some time—more probably, perhaps, when he 
was young—given serious thought to the 
problem. And to-day, I think I may say with- 
out exaggeration, that there are hundreds of 
earnest workers seeking its practical solution. 
Nor have their joint results been insignifieant. 
There was a time when the metal in this same 
cubic yard of clay would have been worth 
twenty-two, or forty-four or even sixty-six 
thousand dollars. There was a time before 
that when it could have been obtained for no 
price, however fabulous; end a still earlier 
time when the very existence of a metal such 
as this was unsuspected. 


To present the outlines of this progressive 
history, and to familiarize you in some slight 
degree with the appearance and properties of 
a metal in whose rising fortune I have so 
great a confidence, are the full measure of the 
evening’s ambition. So far as I am aware 
there is absolutely nothing original in what I 
shall have tosay. My “interest” in the metal- 
lurgy of aluminium, is the same in kind, as 
your own. It has no market value. 


The great French chemist, Lavoisier, seems 
to have been the first to suggest the existence 
of metallic bases in the soils and alkaline 
earths. Sir Humphrey Davy, of safety-lamp 
fame, attempted to verify the truth of the 
suggestion, but though he succeeded in iso- 
lating the alkaline metals, sodium and potas- 
sium, by means of electricity, he failed to 
separate aluminium. Oersted, in 1824, came 
very near to the solution of the problem, 
Indeed, it isan open question whether he did 
not isolate the metal, but as his method did 
not give satisfactory results in the hands of 
other experimenters, the fame of the discoy- 
ery of aluminium is generally accorded to 
Wohler, who, in 1827, decomposed the chloride 
of aluminium by means of metallie potassium. 
Here the matter was permitted to rest until 
1845, when the G rman chemist resumed his 
investigations, and by allowing the vapor of 
the chloride to pass over potassium contained 
in platinum receptacles, obtaine1 globules of 
the metal of sufficient size to enaple him to 
determine its principal properties. It was, 
however, less fusible than cast iron, and had 
the disadvantage of decomposing water at 
ordinary temperatures, two qualities which 
gave little promise of the future usefullness 
of the metal, even should it ever be isolated 
in sufficient quantities to enter the markets. 
It has since been found that the infusibility of 
Wobler’s metal was due to the platinum with 
which it was alloyed; and the ease with which 
it decomposed water, tothe probable presence 
of either potassium or the unchanged chloride 
of aluminium. 

And now we come to the epoch of greatest 
moment in this metallic history. In 1854, the 
genius of Henri St. Claire Deville was attract- 
ed toward the possibilities offered by the new 
metal. It came about, as we express it, by ac- 
cident. Deville was cxperimenting upon the 
salts of aluminium, and for purposes of the 
work in hand attempted to prepare the metal 
according to Wohler’s earlier method. He 
failed in the original purpose of his experi- 
ment, but succeeded in obtaining globules of 
very pure metallic aluminium, and in deter- 
mining for the first time its true properties. 
He was thus led to admire the beauty of a 
metal with which his name has since been in- 
separably associated; and to devote nis large 
knowledge to an attempt to make the metal 
available for human uses. It was Michael 
Angelo who said: “genious is infinite pa- 
tience,”’ and its truth was beautifully illus- 
trated in the case of Deville, He applied him- 
self to his chosen task with uncommon per- 
sistence and with uncommon results. He did 
his work with such thoroughness that only 
the cheapness of electric energy has enabled 
us to increase the store of information whieh 
he bequeathed to succeeding metallurgists. 
His first step was to supplant potassium by 
the cheaper and less dangerous metal sodium. 
By improvements in the manufacture of this 
indispensible reagent, he reduced its cost toa 
mere tithe of what it had formerly been. In 
the production of the chloride of aluminum 
he also introduced better processes, and by

carrying out Wohler’s reaction thus modified, 
ona arge scale, Deville placed aluminium on 
the ist of commercial products, During the 
atte part of this work,he enjoyed the patron- 
age of the Emperor Napoleon III who was 
chiefly actuated, it issaid, by the hope that 
the extreme lightness of the meta would 
make it valuable in naval warfare. At the 
Paris Exhibition of 1855, it was first exhibited 
in public. A large bar of the metal was shown, 
bearing the title, already quoted, “Silver from 
Clay,” The first article made of aluminium, 
of which I find’any record, was a baby’s rat- 
tle for which the material, on account of its 
extreme sonorousness, was admirably adapt- 
ed. It was intended for the Prince Imperial, 
the poor boy who afterwards lost his life in 
Zululand. 

France has ever remained the home of the 
aluminium industry. Of recent years, it has 
also developed to an encouraging extent in 
England. It has gained but a limited hold 
among the activities of Germany, Switzerland 
and the United States. 

The methods of preparing metallic alumin- 
ium in vogue at the present time do not differ 
essentially from those of the past. If they 
have any distinctive feature,it liesin the com- 
pleteness and perfection with which the var- 
ious details have been worked out. It is in 
this humble,although all-conquering way, that 
the successes of to-day have been achieved. If 
one were to seek out all the methods,proposed 
as well as provided, for the isolation of alum- 
inium, the task would be much more difficult 
than the one I have undertaken. But as our 
purpose includes only the consideration of 
those processes by which the market is ac- 
tually being supplied, I shall sufficiently tax 
your patience if I ask you to regard the three 
methods of reduction which now divide the 
attention of practical metallurgists. These 
are: (1) Deville’s method in its modern form; (2) 
electric methods, which include both those in 
which the current is used simply as 
asource of intense heat and those in which 
the selective action of electrolysis is 
utilized, and (3) that indefinite, though promis- 
ing class of methods, which may be summed 
up under the general name of projects. 

At the present time nearly all the metallic 
aluminium produced is made according to 
Deville’s method. Itis the sole source of the 
metal in France and in England, and, indeed, 
it has recently been so greatly improved that 
unless some exceedingly advantageous meth- 
od of reduction is proposed, it promises to re- 
main so. The study of the metallurgy of al- 
uminum is therefore largely covered by the 
study of this one method. There are three 
distinct operations involved in the process: 

(1) The preparation of the double chloride of 
aluminium and sodium, 

(2) the preparation of metallic sodium, 

(3) The production of metallic aluminium 
by the reaction between the double chloride 
and the sodium. 

The manufacture of the two necessary re- 
agents is the most tedious, as well as the most 
expensive part of the entire process, The 
effort of inventors has therefore been chiefly 
directed towards the improvement of these 
preliminary operations. 


At the great French establishment at Salin- 
dres, the crude material employed is the min- 
eral beauxite, the hydrated oxide of alumin- 
ium andiron. It is finely pulverized and then 
thoroughly mixed with sodium carbonate. 
The mixture is strongly calcined in a reverb- 
eratory furnace, by which the aluminium is 
converted into a soluble aluminate of soda, 
while the iron remains as the insoluble sesqui- 
oxide. By washing with warm water, the two 
are easily separated. The aqueous solution of 
the aluminate is then treated with carbon di- 
oxide gas, which precipitates the aluminium 
asa hydrated oxide, and regenerates sodium 
carbonate. A second filtration and washing 
separates the two. To convert alumina thus 
prepared into the double chloride of alumin- 
ium and sodium, it is mixed with carbon and 
common salt, chloride of sodium. The mix- 
ture is made as homogeneous as possible, and 
formed into balls as large as a good sized 
orange. These are thoroughly dried at a tem- 
perature of about 150° C., and are then packed 
into earthenware retorts, where they are cal- 
cined at a red heat. Meanwhile chlorine gas is 
introduced into the bottom of the retorts. 
The double chloride of aluminium and sodium 
is thus formed, and volatilizing, passes over 
into earthen pots, where it condenses and 
may be stored away for future use. The sim- 
ple chloride of aluminium was employed in 
the early days of the industry, but as it is de- 
liquescent, that is absorbs moisture from the 
atmosphere, it is difficult to preserve, and has 
been almost if not entirely superseded by the 
more convenient double chloride. The for- 
mula of this salt is Al,Cl, 2NaCl. 

Asomewhat different method is in use at 
the English aluminium works at Birmingham. 
Alum is there employed as the crude material 
for the production of the double chloride. It 
is mixed with coal pitch, and calcined at a 
low temperature. Water is driven off, and 
sulphur, potash and alumina remains. After 
subjecting the residue to the action of steam 
and air, at a low red heat, it is placed in a vat 
of hot water. The potash is thus dissolved 
out, and the insoluble alumina collected and 
dried, It is then converted into the double 
chloride by the usual process. 

The second operation in Deville’s method is 
the preparation of metallic sodium, As com. 
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monly carried out, the operation presents no 
great difficulties, but it is wasteful and there- 
fore expensive. I give it in some detail, be- 
cause I want you to fully appreciate the clev- 
erness of an improved method devised by one 
of our compatriots, which promises to radi- 
cally change the conditions of the aluminium 
industry in Europe. The older process, then, 
consists in reducing sodium carbonate by 
means of charcoal. As the carbonate is easily 
fusible, were the two simply heated together, 
the result would be that the carbon would 
float on top of the liquid mass, and, conse- 
quently, fail to accomplish its work of reduc- 
tion. It is, therefore, necessary to add about 
fifteen per cent. of lime, in order that the 
mixture shall remain infusible and the carbon 
and soda be kept in contact with each other. 
The three reagents are mixed as intimately a 

possible, and subjected toa preliminary cal- 
cination at a red heat. This makes the mass 
more compact, and removes a considerable 
amount of carbon dioxide. It is afterwards 
placed in small wrought-iron cylinders and 
heated toa temperature of perhaps 1,400° C. 
At this heat the reaction between the soda 
and charcoal takes place; the alkali is reduced 
and distils over into suitable condensers. Only 
about two-fifths of the metal contained in the 
charge is recovered, The greatest waste, how- 
ever, is in the labor, the wear and tear of the 
“plant,” and the fuel required to attain so 
high a heat. All of these causes combined 
have made sodium an expensive metal. It has 
been selling in this country for $150 a pound, 
and it has been calculated by a competent 
English chemist that on the other side of the 
water it costs four shillings per pound to pro- 
duce. As it takes something over three 
pounds of sodium to make one pound of alu- 
minium, it will be seen that this item alone is 
largely responsible for the high price of the 
metal. Cheap sodium means comparatively 
cheap aluminium. 


The improved process, to which I have al- 
luded, is that invented by Mr. H. Y. Castner, 
of New York city. It has not been the result 
of chance, but of elaborate and systematic ex- 
perimentation. Mr. Castner, I understand, 
was attracted to the alaminium problem while 
he was yet a student at Columbia College. 
After an examination into the conditions of 
its metallurgy, and the possible directions for 
improvements, he came to the conclusion that 
the most probable field for better things lay 
in the cheaper production of sodium, and ac- 
cordingly ke devoted himself to that. I think 
he worked on the problem for a couple of 
years. The result of his work has been the 
production of a process so admirable that the 
only fault I have to find with it is that I did 
notinvent it myself. Others have felt the 
same towards the process and from both sides 
of the Atlantic warm praise has been be- 
stowed upon it and upon its inventor, 

The germ of Mr. Castner’s improvement is 
simplicity itself. Instead of making use of an 
infusible mixture, so that the carbon and so- 
dium compound should be kept in contact, he 
has obtained the same result by a much more 
rational device. The little particles of carbon 
are weighted by meansof particles of iron, and 
so, instead of floating uselessly on the surface 
ofthe sodium salt, mix through the whole 
mass and accomplish their work of reduction 
under much less wasteful conditions. The 
improvement you see belongs to the domain 
of physics and consists of so simple an expedi- 
ent as increasing the specific gravity of the re- 
ducing agent until it equals or eomewhat ex- 
ceeds that of the fused salt. The process is 
not in use in America at the present time, but 
has been warmly welcomed in England. Large 
works are being erected at Birmingham, 
where both sodium and aluminium will be 
final products. 

Caustic soda is used in preference to the so- 
dium carbonate. The reaction is represented 
with sufficient accuracy by the following 
equation: 


6NaOH + FeC, = 2Na,CO, + 6H + 2Na 


The carbide of iron here symbolized is re- 
placed in the practical working by a specially 
prepared mechanical mixture, which is found 
to act asa perfect equivalent. The so-called 
“carbide” is prepared by mixing together defi- 
nite amounts of finely-divided iron and 
melted pitch. When the mixture cools, it is 
broken in pieces and coked in suitable retorts. 
This finely ground metallic coke is the reduc- 
ing agent which has solved the problem of 
cheap sodium. The reduction is carried out in 
capacious cast iron crucibles. The charge 
consists of caustic soda of the highest obtain- 
able strength and the proportion of so-called 
“carbide” needed to satisfy the formula given. 

The charged crucibles are placed in a small 
furnace where they are moderately heated for 
about thirty minutes. The mass fuses, and 
for a time boils with considerable violence, 
owing to the plentiful escape of hydrogen 
At the end of the preliminary heating, the 
fusion becomes quiet and the crucibles are 
transferred to the distilling furnace. Her 
each crucible is placed upon a small elevator 
platform and is raised into position. The 
covers of the crucibles are stationary, and are 
made with convex edges. The cruciblesthem 
selves have grooved edges in which alittle 
powdered lime is placed. By simply raising 
them into the furnace they are effectually 
sealed during the process of distillation, and 
may readily be detached when that process is 
completed and a freshly charged crucible is 
wanted, Tubes project from the stationa® 
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covers and lead to the condensers where the 
distilled sodium again solidifies. The hydro- 
gen escapes from a small opening in the oppo- 
siteend of the condenser, and is generally 
lighted in order to show how the distillation 
progresses. The operation lasts about an 
hour and a half and is carried out at a tem- 
perature of about 825° C. instead of 1,400° as in 
the older method. The residues consist main- 
ly of carbonate of soda and metallic iron, 
both of which are again utilized in future dis- 
tillations. the onein the form of caustic soda, 
the other in the reducing “carbide.” The 
whole process is extremely simple and inge- 
nious. It will produce metallic sodium 
at a cost of less than one shil- 
ling a pound. The English company, which is 
now putting’ the process into commercial 
operation promises to place aluminium on the 
market in a few months at a price not greater 
than $5a pound. If this can be done success- 
fully, the use to which the metal is put will be 
greatly increased, for it is making its way in 
certain fields at more than double that price. 

I have dwelt upon Mr. Castner’s invention 
with particular pleasure, both because it 
comes froma thinking rather than a so-called 
“practical” man, and because it is so neata 
solution of a difficulty of somewnat long 
standing that it should encourage others to 
attack similar problems in the faith that 
equally simple solutions are to be found,if one 
will but look with sufficient persistence. 

We have now come to the third operation in 
Deville’s method, the utilization of these ex- 
pensively won reagents in the final reaction 
by which metallic aluminium is roduced. A 
difficulty which beset the early metallurgists 
was the provision of a flux sufficiently light to 
permit the reduced metal to sink to the bot- 
tom of the reducing hearth, and so unite into 
an available mass. This is now met by the use 
of cryolite, which serves the purpose to excel- 
lent advantage. 

The furnace in which the reaction is carried 
out isa small affair, built after the reverbato- 
ry pattern. It is securely bound together by 
iron tie rods, for the interior of the furnacc 
during the operation is the scene of pretty se- 
vere cannonading. When the double chloride 
of aluminium and sodium is brought into con- 
tact with metallic sodium in the heat, the eo- 
dium, by virtue of its greater affinity for chlo- 
rine, displaces the aluminium, setting it free 
in the desired form of a metal, while the chlo- 
ride of sodium so formed unites with the cryo- 
lite and forms avery light and fusible slag. 
The reduced metal is run off into moulds and 
at once cast into marketable ingots. A portion 
of the slag contains enough aluminium in the 
form of scartered shots of metal to make its 
re-working profitable. 

In these days when the electric methods are 
promising so freely and so much, it is common 
to regard Deville’s method as rathera thing 
of the past, but as it has produced, and is still 
producing, the bulk of all the aluminium in 
the markets, I think it not unwise to go on the 
principie that ‘a bird in the hand is worth two 
in the bush,” and familiarize onerelf with what 
is actually being accomplished before devot- 
ing one’s attention to those achievements that 
ure expressible only in the future tense. This 
is my excuse for having considered at such 
length an “old-fashioned” but constantly im- 
proving method. 

In the employment of electricity in the re- 
duction of aluminium there is, at the present 
time,an atmosphere of hope rather than of 
realization. Of its ultimate success one can 
hardly doubt, who has watched its course in 
other fields. It presents to usa power that 
furnishes at once an intense heat, or an ability 
to control chemical action, that is almost ir- 
resistible. The Cowles process depends upon 
the first of these functions, while all electroly- 
tic methods, as their name implies, depend up- 
on the latter. 

It is quite within limits, I think, to say that 
the Cowles process is the most important 
among all the electric methods. It does not, 
at the present time, produce pure aluminium, 
but simply alloysof the metal with copper. 
These, however, are of such high value that 
they deserve all of the atfention that they are 
now receiving. The ore usedin this process 
is preferrably the corundum obtained from 
Southern States. The furnace in which the re- 
duction is carried out is, in itssimplest form, a 
rectangular box ot fire-clay, lined with pow 
dered charcoal. The electric terminals are 
huge are light carbons projecting from each 
end of the furnace. The space between the 
ends of the terminals is filled with a mixture 
of ore, granulated copper and coarsely pulver- 
ized carbon. When the current passes the re- 
sistance offered by the carbon causes so intense 
a heat that the oxide of aluminium is reduced, 

and the metal formed unites with the now 
molton copper. It will be observed that the 
passage of the current is continuous, and that 
its only function is to produce a heat far more 
intense than that obtainable by ordinary pro- 
cesses of combustion. The result of this elec- 
tric smelting is an alloy containing anywhere 
from a few per cent. of aluminium 
up to forty or more. It is cast in- 
to. ingots, analyzed and re-meilted with 
sufficient copper to form an aluminium bronze 
of thedesired proportions. The electric fur- 
nace hag been of lat- much improved and 
mapy refinements introduced into the process. 
These haye. made ita commercial as well asa 
scientific success, As power is the great de- 
sideratum, the Cowles Company bas located 




















































its new works at Lockport, N. Y., where it has

of the wonderful beauty of the co-relation of 
forces, there is something highly instructive 
in this quiet transformation of the power 


stored in a waterfall into mechanical motion, 
into electricity, into heat, until it finally loses 
itself in the work of chemical dissociation. 1 
understand that at the present time it costs by 


this method something less than forty cents |. 


per pound to produce the metallic aluminium 
in the alloys now on the market. They are 
sold, the company informs me, at the rate of 
three dollars per pound, with the copper at 
the market rates. As one of the chief uses of 
the metal is in the aluminium bronze thus pro- 
duced, the Messrs. Cowles have solved a very 
important problem in the metallurgy of alu- 
minium. The process having been so success- 
ful in the production of alloys of the metal, it 
has not unnaturally aroused the hope that it 
might become a source of the pure metal 
itself. Thefunction of the copper is to collect 
and preserve the aluminium as it is reduced. 
were it absent, difficulties would arise in the 
collection of the metal and also from the fact 
that it would unite with the carbon to forma 
yellow, crystalline carbide of aluminium, 
which would require subsequent treatment. 
It is believed that the copper and aluminium 
form a true chemical compound, for their 
union is attended with the disengagement of 
heat. It is improbable, therefore, that they 
can be readily separated by any liquation pro- 
cess. There are other metals, however, with 
which this would be possible. Tin is one of 
these. When this metal takes the place of 
copper in the electric smelting, an alloy of tin 
and aluminium is produced, which, on being 
subsequently melted with the proper propor- 
tions of lead, yields a metallic bath consisting 
of an alloy of tin and lead beneath and a 
layer of pure aluminium above. The perfect- 
ing of this process promises an abundance of 
the pure metal at a very low price. It is not 
yet carried out on the eommercial scale, but I 
understand is at present the subject of very 
careful and persistent study. That it may 
meet with the most ample success is the wish 
of all chemical spectators—except those who 
have rival processes in mind. 

Still another modification of the Cowles pro- 
cess has been brought into vogue by the re- 
quirements of the Mitis castings in wrought 
iron. It consists in the substitution of iron 
for copper, and the consequent production of 
alloys of aluminium and iron. Only a few 
years ago the expression wrought iron cast- 
ings would have been received with incredu- 
lity if not ridicule. The high temperature at 
which wrought iron melts and the difficulty 
of keeping it sufficiently fluid to cast with any 
success have limited the working of the ma- 
terial almost eutirely to forge processes. Mr. 
Peter Ostberg, a Swedish engineer, has, how- 
ever,so far conquered these conditions that 
the Mitis castings are now to be found in the 
regular metal market. He has won this vic- 
tory by means of aluminium. Analloy always 
melts at a much lower temperature than the 
average fusing point of its constituent metals. 
Wrought iron melts approximately at 4,000° 
F., but if even a fraction of one per cent. of 
aluminium be added, the needed temperature 
is reduced by at least 500°. It 1s on this prin- 
ciple that the Mitis castings are made. To 
fluid wrought iron a small amount of metallic 
aluminium isadded, whereby the fusing point 
is reduced to about 3,500° F. But the temper- 
ature of the resultant alloy is little below 4,- 
000°. The thermal difference, or degree of 
super-heating, permits therefore a leisurely 
and accurate casting before the metal ap- 
proaches its point of solidification. The pres- 
ence of the aluminium is stated to have no 
disadvantageous effect upon the metal, but 
rather to increase its tenacity. Although such 
small quantities are used, the present costli- 
ness of aluminium would be a serious disad- 
vantage to the process, but as an alloy of iron 
and aluminium serves the purpose equally 
well, the Cowles product is utilized and the 
two processes become mutually helpful. 

In the electrolytic methods, Germany and 
Switzerland have particularly exercised their 
ingenuity, although there have not been 
wanting inventors in the United States who 
have worked in the same direction. There 
are any number of methods, distinctive at 
least in their name, if in nothing else. Sir 
Humphrey Davy, in the early part of the 
century, attempted to isolate aluminium by 
means of electricity, and failed. Both Deville 
in France and Bunsen in Germany, as early as 
1854, electrolyzed the fused double chloride of 
aluminium and sodium. Since their time the 
cheapening of the electric current has made 
the method more practicable. At the present 
time, however, I know of no aluminium made 
in this way. The experiments of Dr. Kiciner, 
of Zurich, have attracted. favorable comment 
and may give rise to an industrial operation. 
He subjects a bath of fused cryolite to elec- 
trolytic action. In Germany the process of 
Richard Gratzel appears to be the most prom- 
ising. I have seen beautifui specimens of the 
metal made by that process, but I am in- 
formed by the New York agent of the com- 
pany operating it, that at present all work is 
experimental, They hope soon to put their 
product on the market and wil also supply 
magnesium in commercial quantities. 

All of these methods differ. from each other, 


if they differ at all, in the special form of ap- 





paratus used, which is supposed to effect a 
more economical utilization of the current. 
In principle they are the same, depending 
simply upon the dissociating action of elec- 
tricity upon fused compounds of aluminium. 
The metal collects on the negative electrode. 
The electrolysis of aqueous solutions of a!um- 
inium salts is readily accomplished, but is far 
too expensive a source of the metal to be in- 
dustrially available. 

Of those various schemes which I have 
summed up under the name of projects, it is 
more difficult to speak, for their name is 
legion. The high prize which awaits the suc- 
cessful inventor of a cheap process for the 
reduction of aluminium has attracted a class 
of metallurgical adventurers. They have 
tried nearly everything that is possible, and 
have proposed nearly everything that is im- 
possible. The regret which I would otherwise 
feel in my inability to present all of these 
schemes to your attention, is therefore tem- 
peree by the consideration that such com- 
pleteness would not be desirable. It is quite 
possible that with time some of these proposi- 
tions will mature into industrial operations. 
In the absence of any prophetic indications so 
that effect, however, it will be best to limit 
our view to one or two processes which have a 
contemporary interest. 

At the present speaking there is but one 
establishment in the United States where pure 
aluminiam has been a regular commercial 
product. It is that of Colonel William Frish- 
muth, at Fraukford. It is represented to- 
night by an admirable display of the metal in 
the form of ingots, bars, plates and wires. I 
am unable to state with any definiteness the 
manner in which the metal has been obtained, 
for Col. Frishmuth deems it wiser to withhold 
this information from the public. His older 
method consisted in a modification of De- 
ville’s. Metallic sodium and a volatile salt of 
aluminium are generated in separate retorts, 
and brought together while still in the state 
of vapors, in a third retort, where the reduc- 
tion takes place, and metallic aluminium is 
precipitated. He tells me that his present 
method is a combined smelting and electric 
one, which promises an excellent and inex- 
pensive product. Iam not able to speak of it 
from personal inspection. This small Ameri- 
can establishment has an historic interest 
from being the place where the aluminium 
cap of the Washington Monument was cast. 

And now it remains for us to consider speci- 
fically the advantageous properties which 
warrant so expensive and so troublesome a 
metallurgy. I cannot do better perhaps than 
to refer vou to the metal itself for answer. 
Like all good things, it is its own best advo- 
cate. Butlike them again, its entire merits 
only appear on very long acquaintance. It 
will, therefore, be well to enumerate them 
somewhat systematically. 

Physically, then, aluminium possesses 
properties which distinguish it from all 
other members of the metallie family. 
When pure, it has a fine white color‘ 
a’trifile blue when compared with sil- 
ver. It is on the whole very pleasing, and 
well adapted for ornamental usage. Unlike 
copper or other base metals, it has neither 
odor nor taste. It is sufficiently malleable and 
ductle to be beaten out into very thin foil or 
drawn into exceedingly fine wire. Of the 
sturdier properties, aluminium has its full 
share. It is elastic, exceedingly tenacious, 
and when hammered, quite «s hard asiron. It 
possesses also a characteristic sonorousness, 
which leads tothe expectation that it may 
sometime become an advantageous constitu- 
ent of bell metal. 

But the physical property upon which our 
hope for the future usefulness of aluminium 
chiefly rests, is its very small specific gravity. 
It is but 2°56 times as heavy as water. The sig- 
nificance of this levity will appear more 
strikingly when comparison is made with 
some of the more common metals. Thus alu- 
minium ls only about a third as heavy as iron, 
less than one-fourth as heavy as silver, and 
little more thananeighth as heavy as gold. 
You will have a still more feeling realization 
of this difference on handling these two slabs 
of metal which Col. Frishmuth has kindly had 
castfor me. They possess the same volume, 
but one is of lead and the other is of alumin- 
ium, and one is almost five times as heavy as 
the other. In considering the costliness of 
aluminium, its levity must be kept in mind. 
With both metals at a dollaran ounce, a cubic 
inch of silver would cost over four times as 
much as a cubic inch of aluminium. 

It would be quite safe to leave to your im- 
agination the manifold advantages possessed 
by a metal once so light and so strong. Among 
the smaller articles which one is called upon 
from time to time to carry about with him, 
such as watch,compass,opera-glass, barometer, 
surveying instruments and the Jike, the dif- 
ference between a light and a heavy material 
is often the difference between comfort and 
discomfort. The superiority of an aluminium 
barometer over one of brass weighing about 
three times as much will appeal to you very 
forcibly on casually handling the two, but 
carry them on successive days over a rough 
trail, and your opinions will be more pronoun- 
ced. In more mathematic surveying work, 
the weight of transit, level or theodolite, is no 
small tax upon the user. If the consideration 
be carried to the more serious problems of 
portability, the importance of light construc- 
tive material jo oms into atill greater promin- 








ence. Jn all of our systems of transportation 
by land or water or air, the movement if such 
large masses of dead weight is an economical 
evil. The wagon is disproportionately heavy: 
compared to its burden of freight. A train 
of vestibuled Pullmans is almost as ponderous 
when empty as when full. The ocean grey- 
hound carries thousands of tons on each trans- 
atlantic passage on which no freight is paid. 
And so one might follow the entire list of 
portable and observe the immense advantage 
that would result from the introduction of a 
metal as light as porcelain and as strong as 
steel. We might press the question still fur- 
ther, and speculate upon the greater speed at 
which so light a train might safely be run, 
since its diminished momentum would permit 
it the sooner to be brought to rest. 

The metal does not, however, need to be in 
motion to display the merit of a small specific 
gravity. In our present structures of iron 
we have almost reached the limits in the way 
of possible dimensions. Any further increase 
in size would be followed by a collapse result- 
ing from the mere weight of the material it- 
self. Could this be reduced two-thirds, and 
the strength remain unimpaired, one can 
easily forsee the advantage. There is still an- 
other direction in which a strong specific 
gravity means something. This is in the con- 
struction of delicate analytical balances. 
By making the cross-beams of aluminium they 
are almost perfectly rigid and unalterable,and 
the center of gravity of the system is consid- 
erably lowered, with a resulting increase of 
delicacy. A certain firm in this city, 
now construct their finest balances in this 
fashion, and alsoemploy alumini:im for the 
smaller weights.It may he of interest to know 
that two such balances form a part of the eq- 
uipment of the princely laboratory which 
Mr. Edison has recently erected on the Orange 
Mountain. 

A word should also be said concerning the 
behavior of aluminium towards heat. Atany 
ordinary temperature, it is absolutely fixed, 
becoming fiuid at about 750°C. It is a 
good conductor of heat, and consequently of 
electricity. It has a larger specitic heat than 
any other of the useful metals; that is to say, 
it requires a longer time to become either 
heated or cooled. Deville has suggested that 
by virtue of this property a plate of alumin- 
ium would make a good chafing dish. 

In its chemical properties, aluminium is not 
less remarkable. The most useful of these is 
its complete indifference to the action of 
either air or water, and its failure to unite 
with sulphur under ordinary conditions. <A 
metal which will not rust possesses a manifest 
superiority over iron and copper or any of the 
so-called base metals. It was this property 
which determined the selection of aluminium 
for the apex of the Washington Monument. 
As the metallic oxides are poor conductors of 
electricity, it is important to have a metal for 
the tips of lightning rods which will not oxi- 
dize,and aluminium would be well adapted 
for the purpose. Asa constructive material, 
ametal which may be freely exposed to the 
elements without suffering harm needs no 
praise. Asasimple saver of labor it appeals 
to our philanthropic feelings. When one re- 
calls the multitude of tired arms that daily 
struggle with the base affinities of brass and 
try towring from an evanescent glitter, the 
mere thought of a metal which would dispense 
with this frictional devution brings a sensa- 
tion akin to restfulness. In resisting the 
action of sulphur, aluminium possesses @ 
merit much above silver, which, as you know, 
blackens on the slightest contact with that 
element. Spoons and dishes of aluminium are 
particularly suitable therefore for eggs and 
other foods containing sulphur. One more 
mention, and I will close, without however ex- 
hausting this catalogue of virtues. In its be- 
havior towards the acids, the metal we are 
considering shows itself a base of weak affini- 
ties. It dissolves very readily in hydrochloric 
acid, but is almost untouched by nitric and 
sulphuric. As a substitute for platinum, 
therefore, in the Grove cell, it has been found 
to work very well. Towards the weaker acids, 
such as acetic, it manifests a like indifference, 
a neutrality which well adapts it for the con- 
struction of culinary vessels. 

If I have succeeded, by this sketchy state- 
ment of the uses of aluminium, in persuading 
you that the metal is one well adapted to 
nearly all possible uses, either sesthetic or util- 
itarian, I have succeeded in making current 
an opinion which I entertain myself. 

I have already spoken, I fear, beyond the 
proper chronometric limits. Yet I cannot 
conclude without first anticipating that criti- 
cism of incompleteness, which in view of this 
partial presentation of the subject would be 
quite justifiable. I am entirely conscious that 
I have given but afragment. Into the heights 
and depths of aluminium, we have scarcely 
penetrated. In giving this superficial view | 
however, I nave tried to present that side of 
the cube which most nearly touches the daily 
affairs of life. By way of caution, I should 
perhaps add that this view is more favorable 
than that held by many sober-minded scien- 
tists, I do not wish to impose my own enthu- 
siasm upon your better judgment, but for 
myself, I nave great confidence that before 
many years shall have passed, some chemist 
will arise among us who sha!) succeed in trans- 
forming by his subtler alchemy, aluminum, 
the metal of the future, into aluminium, the 

metal of the present,

Concerning Free Quinine. 


In answer to a report on free quinine by Mr. 
John W. Springer, at the request of the Hon. 
Wm. M. Springer, and published in the Con- 
gressional Record Sept. 15th, Messrs. Rosengar- 
ten & Sons, the Philadelphia manufacturers, 
have issued a circular in which they say that 
in this report Mr. Springer endeavors to prove 
that the price of sulphate of quinine was re- 
duced, in consequence of the removal of the 
duty of 20%, from $3.40 per ounce, the price 
ruling in the United States at the time the 
duty was taken off, to the price at which the 
foreign article is now obtainable in New York, 
say 35c per ounce. Continuing the circular 
says: 

“He ignores the fact that the price in Europe 
has fallen in the same time from eleven shil- 
lings and three pence (11s 3d) per ounce to one 
shilling and three pence (1s 3d) per ounce, a re- 
duction of ten shillings (10s) per ounce, and 
omits to refer to the fact that the supply of 
cinchona bark, from the East Indies, was, in 
round numbers, 2,000,000 pounds in 1879, in- 
creased to 8,000,000 pounds in 1883, and to over 
16,000,000 pounds in 1887; that in July, 1879, the 
price of bark, testing 1% of quinine, was 24 











pence per pound, and in July, 1888, 2 pence per 
pound.

“Mr. Springer states thatat his request Mr. 
Switzler, Chief of the Bureau of Statistics, 
wrote to our firm and others for information 
on this subject. Mr. Springer misapprehends 
certain points taken from our letter and falls 
into similar errors in reference to the testi- 
mony submitted to the Tariff Commission in 
1882, 

“In our letter to Mr. Switzler westated that 
at the time the duty was removed there were 
five firms manufacturing quinine in the 
United States, two of whom have since given 
up the business, yet Mr. Springer claims that 
there are now six manufacturers, and his 
statement is not correct. 

“Mr. Springer asserts that the consumption of 
quinine in 1882 was 1,600,000 ounces, and was 
more than double that quantity in 1888. This 
of course is mere guess work, as it is impossi- 
ble to determine the actual consumption of 
the article, large quantities being held in New 
York and various parts of the country by 
speculators. 

“In regard to his reference to a French house 
having moved their factory to New York 
some years ago and being “driven back to 
France.”’ we would state that the house re- 
ferred to, in order to sell their goods, offered 
them below the prices of the older home man- 
ufacturers; the latter of course to retain their 
trade had to follow. and the French house 
finally gave up the contest; the same thing is 
now going on between the foreign manufac- 
turers, who have the advantage of being able 
to run their works on the basis of European 
labor, andthe American manufacturers, who 
have to pay the same rates for labor and ma- 
terials and maintenance of their works that 
are paid by protected industries in the United 
States. 

Mr. Springer’s comparison of the prices paid 
for labor in the chemical and woolen indus- 
tries is inappropriate, asin the latter there is 
a larger proportion of female labor em- 


ployed.

Legal Dispute over an Alcohol Recti- 
fying Process. 

M. Raoul Pictet, of Geneva, 
physicist and chemist, who was the first to 


liquify oxygen and hydrogen, obtained in 1880 


a patent for rectifying alcohol by artificial 
cold. In order to work his process he entered 
into acontract with MM. Erlanger & Cie., of 
Paris, who were to supply the funds. From 
laboratory experiments M. Pictet was satisfied 
that 2f. 50c. a hectoliter (about 2s, the 20 gal- 
lons) would cover all the cost, and on this 
estimated basis MM. Erlanger & Cie. agreed to 
advance 500,000f, as an equivalent of the patent 
right. A distillery was established at Croix- 
de-Berny, near Paris, and considerable money 
spent generally, Unfortunately on the com- 
mercial scale the process failed to work, and 
rectifying could not be effected for less than 
6f. a hectoliter. The Erlanger people at this 
stage offered to leave off operations, each 
party giving a quit-claim. But M. Pictet 
would not accept, saying he had not guaran- 
teed the exact cost figures, and would take no 
less than the unexpended balance of the 
500,000f. Hence a lawsuit before the Seine 
Civil Court, with the usual variety of claims 
and counter-claims from either side. The 
court held that Pictet could claim nothing for 
a process not fulfilling the conditions of the 
contract; that Erlanger & Cie. asked nothing 
for the Berny works, but only their actual 
advances, viz., 167,443f.; that, on the other 
hand, Pictet was entitled to 20,000f. damages 
for the lapsing of the French patent due to 
Erlanger’s negligence. Therefore Pictet was 
ordered to pay to Erlanger & Cie. the balance, 
147,443f., and costs of action,

A National Trade-Mark Law.

Pepsin Tests. 

Comparative pepsin testing was diseussed by 
Mr. F. A. Thompson at the last meeting of the 
A. P. A., comparing the requirements of the 
U.S., British and German Pharmacopwias. A 
modification of the U.S, process is sugyested, 
reducing HCL from 047 to 030 per cent. by 
weight, using the albumen after passing 
through a No. 30 brass sieve, digesting for six 
hours at 104° F., and during that time stirring 
consaantly and uniformly. Instead of employ- 
ing an excess of albumen and weighing that 
not dissolved during the process,it it proposed 
that the requirements should be that, under 
the conditions named, a detinite amount of 
albumen used in the experiment should be 
completely dissolved, Considerable discussion 
followed the reading of this paper in regard 
to the strength of the acid used, the temperue 
ture of digestion, the presence of peptone, the 
processes Of manufacture and the use of anti-

Peppermint Oil. 

Prof. A. B. Stevens found the polarizing 
power of menthol, both Japanese and Ameri- 
can, to be from %5* to 100°: the dementholized 
oil of peppermint bas a polarizing power low- 
er than that of the oil from which it was 
obtained. The volatile oils of camphor, penny- 
royal and turpentine have a right rotation, 
und when mixed with oil of pepperment lessen 
the levogyre rotation of the latter, A drachm 
of nitric acid agitated with a drop of pure oil 
of peppermint will produce a permanently 
yellow mixture, which in the presence of oil 
of camphor becomes red in 15 or 20 minutes. 
Experiments were also made with the decolor- 
izing of iodine by oil of peppermint, the reac- 
tion being interfered with by the presence of 
alcohol.—Am Jour. Phar.

Shellac. 


BY R. BEFEDIKT AND E. EHRLICH, 


When shellac, previously freed from fat by 
boiling with sodium carbonate, is boiled with 
caustic alkalis for two hours, and the cold 
solution acidified with sulphuric acid, about 70 
per cent. of a viscous, liquid shellac is precipi- 
tated. The product is extracted with ether, 
and purified by means of the magnesium salt 
(CggH>oMgeQ),). It is a thick, viscous liquid, 
which becomes mobile when heated, and is 
only very sparingly soluble in boiling water, 
but dissolves readily in alcohol and ether. 
The alcoholic solution is precipitated by water. 
When heated. water is evolved and on cooling 
a solid mass very similar to ordinary shellac is 
obtained. The acid value of liquid shellac is 
nearly three times as great as that of ordinary 
shellac, 1 gram requiring 0°204 gram of potash 
for complete saturation. From this datum 
and from the elementary analysis, the formu- 
la of liquid shellac is probably Cy,H;,0,;.. A 
mixture of ordinary and liquid shellac is ob- 
tained by boiling two portions of shellac, one 
with sodium carbonate, the other with soda, 
separating the wax and acidifying the cold 
mixed solutions with acetic acid. It is 
a plastic resin which when free from acid 
retains its plastic condition for a considerable 
time, but after several months gradually be- 
gins to harden at the surface, The alkaline- 
earth salts of liquid shellac are soluble in cold 
water in all proportions; they are precipitated 
as thick liquids when the solution is boiled, 
but redissolve completely on cooling. When

Heavy Chemicals. 

There has been very little activity in the 
market for heavy chemicals, Buyers’ ideas 
are not yet educated up to the eahanced va- 
lues, and they can only be induced to take 
what they actually require for current con- 
sumption. There has been no further change 
in quotations, but the general feeling is 
in one of great firmness, and the tendency 
of prices is toward a higher basis. Writ- 
ing from Liverpool, under date of Octo- 
ber 5, Messrs. J, P. Brunner & Co. say: 
“Chemicals generally are firm, and caustic soda 
and bleaching powder are in demand and 
dearer. Soda ash is scarce, but not in active 
demand. Most makers are firm, but in one 
case 15-16d has been accepted for 48%c caustic 
ash for America, which is a shade under the 
market, however. Spot quotations range as 
follows: Caustic soda, 48%. 31-32d to 1 1-32d: high 
test, 31-32d to 1d; carb. ash 48%,31-32d to 1 1-32d: 
high test, 31-32d told. Soda crystals are dull 
at £2 889d to £2 1%, Caustic sodais very strong 
and makers are all fully sold in 70 for this 
month. Resales of 7(% have been made for 
prompt delivery at £7 15s, and for October-De- 
cember £7 12s 6d has been paid. lor October 
300 dms 60% have been placed at £6 10s, and the 
same quantity at £6 12s td, while in some cases 
holders now ask £6 15s, A little is still obtain- 
able from second hands, however, at £6 10s. 
In the early part of the week 5) tons 74% were 
taken up at £7 18s 9d, and Jater about 500drums 
were bought up at £8~—all resales, and taken 
for the American market. The market now 
seems to be cleared for this strength for Oc- 
tober, and makers ask £8 53 for Nov. delivery. 
For all 1889 asale of 70% is reported at £7 10s 
and it is doubtful if any sellers could be found 
for next year at under this figure. Bleaching 
powder is scarce and business was done to the 
extent of 150 tons at £7 17s 6d,and 50 tons at £8. 
There are inquiries from your side and offers 
have been cabled out to-day at £8, but there is 
vary little to be had for this mon thatany price. 
Business has been done over all next year at 
the equivalent of £7 12s 6d for hardwood f 0 b 
here. Chlorate of potash is quiet at late rates. 
Further business has been done over 1889 at 
644d while makers, as a rule, hold for 644d for 
this delivery. Bicarbonate of soda is unal- 
tered at £4 10s@4 15s, as to brand and quantity 

Liverpool brands of 48% carbonated soda ash 
are only in moderate request. The glass manu- 
facturers have not yet come into the market 
for forward supplies, and the business passing 
is almost wholly of a jobbing character. A firm 
feeling prevails and the general asking prices 
for spot or future deliveries in round lots is 
130c, though this might be shaded by some 
holders. Early in the week we heard of a sale 
from dock at 1 21 Ke. 

Newcastle soda ash 48% is quoted at a range 
of 1 244@1 2c, as to quantity, and a limited 
quantity is procurable on the spot from store 
at 1 30@1 35c,but at present the demand isslow. 

Caustic soda ash at 125@1 27'¢c is receiving 
more attention, but the demand is almost 
wholly for small jobbing lots. 


Refined alkali is in fair demand, but there is 
no interest shown by buyers with regard to 
future supplies. For 48% holders quote 1 20@

and position. 

Caustic soda has shown sign of weakening, 
but the easier feeling was only temporary, 
and was confined to outside holders. A sale of 
300 drums, 70%, to arrive, was made to realize, 
early in the week at 2 30c, and a lot of 74 was 
sold at tbe same figure. There has been no 
change inthe general quotations, which re- 
main nominally as when we last wrote. 


Sal soda is offered sparingly on the spot, and 
to arrive, being very scarce.

Bleaching powder is very scarce, and for spot 
lots 2 20@2 25c are now the quotations. Lots to 
arrive are available at 2 12\¢c, but these figures 
seem to be above buyers’ views, and there is 
only a moderate trade in progress, with a view 
to supplying current requirements, 


Acids. 

Acetic acid—has not changed to any material 
degree. Our ruling figures of a week ago con- 
timue to be quoted at 24@2\éc, with the trad- 
ing moderate. 

Nitric and muriatic acids have not altered 
since our last writing. “The business at hand 
has been on the small jobbing order at un- 
changed rates. 

Oxalic acid has sold in small jobbing quanti- 
ties, with the market featureless, at previous 
figures, namely, 8éc per |b. for ten-ton lots 
and 9c per lb by the single cask. This is for 
prime German and English makes, ex-dock or 
store, New York, Philadelphia and Boston, 
Terms net cash. 

Tartaric acid—The market continues without 
feature. Sales have been of limited propor- 
tions, and altogether a dull week has pre 

vailed, Prices continue to be quoted at the 
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following rates: For crystals, in quantities of 
3,000 Ibs or more, 43c ; in barrels, less quantity, 
44c; in 50-1b boxes, 45c. For powdered, a ccnt 
advance is asked over these figures. 

Sulphuric acid—The market has ruled quite 
active, and all factories have been busy sup- 
plying the current demand. A firm tone pre- 
vails, while quotations are ruling at the fol- 
lowing figures: 60 deg. 90@95, and 66 deg, 
95@1 25. 

Miscellaneous. 

Acetate of lime has been selling toa moder- 
ate degrec, but the market has been rather 
quiet, while prices have not fluctuated, being 
quoted at 1 15@1 We for brown and 2 272 We 
for gray. 

Blue vitriol continues high and scarce on 
spot. There have been several inquiries, but 
owing to the ruling prices and absence of avail- 
able supplies, no business of any moment can 
be mentioned, Values continue to be quoted 
at 4c for large lots and 6c for smaller parcels. 

Brimstone—The week has been an uninter- 
esting one in the market for this article. Val- 
ues continue at old figures, but we are unable 
to record any contracts being made. The fol- 
lowing are nominally quoted: $20 for best un- 
mixed seconds and $19 50 for thirds.

Samuel Wetherill, Jr.,at No. 65 North Front 
street, about 1780, and his manufacture of 
chemicals was at that time the most extensive 
in the country. This reputation is now main- 
tained by other houses in the city, which also 
have an established character throughout the 
world for the unexcelled purity and excel- 
lence of their preparations. Sal ammoniac 
was first made here in 179; about 1800 the first 
mercurials made in the country were manu- 
factured here; aqua fortis was first produced 
in 1805 by John Harrison, who had made sul- 
phuric acid in 1793, the first made in the 
United States. John Farr introduced the man- 
ufacture of Seidlitz powders into this county 
and city about 1818. George D. Rosengarten 
discovered the method of preparing sulphate 
of morphia about 1825, and for many years was 
the only chemist in the country who made it. 
The manufacture of acetic acid was com- 
menced by Mordecai and Samuel N. Lewis in 
1827. The pioneer drug mill of the United 
States was estabiished by Charles V. Hagner, 
at the Falls of the Schuylkill, in 1812. 

GLASS, 

The attempt to manufacture glass was made 
at avery early date in the vicinity of Phila- 
delphia, possibly in imitation of the settlers of 
Jamestown, Va., whe made the effort in 1608, 
Who was the primary experimenter in this in- 
dustry is uncertain, but those who are curious 
on the subject can find a comprehensive mo- 
nograph onthe subject in the United states 
Census Reports of 1880,

first barrel of salt, last week. For many weeks 
past a new company has been busy with the 
construction of their salt works. A few days 
ago the institution was completed, and the 
first product was brought out and placed upon 
the market. It was determined to put the 
first barrel up at auction, and fully 3,000 peo- 
athered on the street to witness the pro- 
All the public schools were closed, 
and the pupils formed a _ procession and 
marched to the crossing of the principal 
streets, where the auction of the first barrel 
was held. The bidding was decidedly spirited, 
county officers, banks, loan companies, and 
private citizens contending ina friendly way 
forthe prize. It brought $185, being sold to 
John R. Griffith,cashier of the Farmers’ and 
Drovers’ Bank. Although salt was discovered 
there one year ago, this is the first that has 
been manufactured. The works are now in 
ful] operation. The capacity of the plant is 
150 barrels daily. Five other companies have 
been formed, and three of them are at work 
on their wells and buildings. A shaft, already 
200 feet deep, is being sunk by another com- 
pany. When it reaches a depth of 800 feet the 
pure rock salt can be mined from a stratum 
more than 100 feet in thickness.

The Production of Salt in Baden. 


REPORT OF U. 8. CONSUL MONAGHAN, 
Acentury since salt to the German poor 
wasaluxury. At that time a pound of salt 
cost as muchas a pound of meat or a large 
loaf of bread. The high price was due to the 
fact that the entire supply of salt for man and 
beast had to be imported. ‘There were in Ba- 
den, at Bruchsal and Mosbach, previous to 
1823, only two salt works in operation, produc- 
ing 600,000 kilograms of coooking salt—a sup- 
ply far below either demand or consumption. 
The exclusive right to sell salt was given or 
sold during periods of from four to six years. 
Parties getting this right were obliged, besides 
paying arent to the State, to guarantee that 
the salt would be taken from French and 
Hessian salt works. At first, the Bruchsal 
salt-producer himself could sell in the vil- 
lages of the Bishopric of Spire. Later, at the 
weckly markets, persons known as salt-sellers 
were tolerated to draw salt from the principal 
magazines and sell it by the pound “upon clean 
scales and fittingly dry.” The high price of 
salt led to a great deal of smuggling and de- 
ception, especially along border territory, so 
much so that certain districts were put on al- 
lowances. "Jn 1824 the right to sell was no 
longer rented; the government in this year, by 
a decree, reserved for itself the exclusive right 
“to salt’ the grand duchy. The “salting” 
(besalzung) of the grand duchy by the govern- 
ment became possible by the opening of salt 
works at Pappenau and Durrheim. Borings 
were made and salt found at 200 and 
135 yards. A mathematician of Hei- 
dleberg University, Karl Christian von Langs- 
dortf, was the first to urge upon the Govern- 
ments of Wurtemburg and Baden and neigh- 
boring States the wisdom of making borings 
for salt. His efforts were attended with com-

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plete success. His first efforts in Baden were 
at Friedrichshall, near Jagstfeld, near the 
confines of Wurtemberg. These proving suc- 
cessful, the Government commissioned him to 
make borings in the other end of the grand 
duchy, or Baden Oberland or Upperland. 
Here he was again successful. 

While the cooking salt of Wiclicza and Boe- 
hina, in Galicia, is found in huge layers and is 
dug out in great blocks like stone, that of 
Baden is taken out dissolved in water, which, 
coming from the mountains, carries with it 
large quantities of salt. Each mine has six 
borings for wells. The pumps were once 
worked by wind-mills; now by steam and wa- 
ter power. The water is raised through brass 
pumps into large receiving pans, wherein it is 
allowed to evaporate, leaving behind it a salt 
deposit which is afterwards gathered and pre- 
pared for the market. 

Not until the year 1868 did the State with- 
draw from the exclusive monopoly of the 
salt trade. Since that date freedom of trade 
in salt has been allowed. Each centarer of home 
or foreign product of cooking salt must pay a 
duty of 6 marks per 100 pounds, Salts for cat- 
tle and uses in trade are free, In order, how- 
ever, to prevent cattle salt being sold or used 
as cooking salt, it is denaturalized, i.e., mixed 
witha stuff that renders it unfit for food, but 
not injurious to animals. Since free trade in 
salt has become a reality, the Baden wells 
have not only maintained the field against all 
competitors but have now territory abroad. 
The two works employ two hundred and fifty 
hands at 12 centsto %5cents perday. They 
produce annually 400,000 centners of cooking 

and 200,000 centners of cattle salt. Of this 
amount 450,000 centners are used in Baden, the 
rest is exported. The income to the State 
from the salt tax is over 500,000 marks, or 
nearly $125,000..-Mannheim, August 14, 1888,

Chinese Salt. 


REPORT OF U. 8, CONSUL A. C, JONES, 


Chinese salt is produced in the flat, marshy 
country on the east coast of Kiang-Su proy- 
ince. These marshes cover an area of several 
hundred square miles. There are thirty-six 
principal salt flats. It is all produced by 
evaporation in flat pans heated by burning 
dry seeds and brushwood, and is of two quali- 
ties only, the upper layer, a brownish-white, 
the superior, and the lower, a dark brown, the 
‘peoples’ salt." It is principally evaporated 
in the autumn and spring. The cost of pro- 
duction is 2 cash per catty; 1,040 cash are equal 
toa Mexican dollar; a catty is 1% pounds. 
The salt issold to the merchants at a fixed 
rate of 3cash pe: catty, which is determined 
by the government. The duty (lekin) and 
official charges thereon amount to about 45 
cash per catty. It is retailed at from 50 to 52 
cash per catty, according to lo¢ality. 

Salt cannot be sold or consumed in the prov- 
ince where it is produced. Thislaw is with a 
view of increasing the “squeezes” and emolu- 
ments to officials. Kiang-Su salt is export- 
ed principally to the provinces of Anhui, 
Kiang-Si, Hupeh, and Honan. Evaporated 
salt is produced also in provinces of Che-Ki- 
ang, Szechuen, Kuantung. and Shantung. 

Ching-Kiang receives its salt from Che-Kiang 
as it isnearerand the transportation cheaper. 
Salt is exported in junks of from 400 to 1,000

ity, and is packed in straw bags of 84 catties’ 
weight. Merchants desiring to engage in the 
salt business must produce the best references 
at the salt commissioners’ yamen at Yangchau. 
They must further deposit with this official a 
sum proportionate to their proposed transac- 
tions, which deposit, in each case, amounts to 
several thousand dollars. The permits to trade 
are drawn by lottery; in case of banks the de- 
posit is refunded, 

Each permit is for about 800 pounds of salt. 
The principal or official salt merchants obtain 
their licenses from the board of revenue at 
Peking, and they hold during their lives. They 
are accounted rich men,reside mostly at Yang- 
chau, and live in fine style, fine houses, and 
The business is, 
There are 


have numerous servants. 
therefore, considered lucrative. 
scarcely ever any failures in the trade; it is 
carefully and fairly conducted, and only by 
merchants of the highest standing. A very 
small quantity is smuggled, asall craftare 
carefully and frequently searched as they pass 
along the river and canals. Sometimes it 
evades the revenue when carried in foreign 
steamers and sailing vessels. 

The salt commissioner resides at Yangchu, a 
mandarin of the third rank, and wears a blue 
button. His fixed salary is 4,000 taels per an- 
num; a tael is about $1.30. The office is con- 
sidered to be worth, in one way and another, 
30,000 taels per annum. How this is managed 
I can not venture to say. The imperial treas- 
ury at Peking derivesa large revenue from 
the salt trade. It is, indeed, one of its chief 
dependencies. ‘The manufacture and the 
traffic give employment to many thousands of 
people. The wages of the people employed on 
the junks in the transportation of salt are $2 
and $3 per month. The captain, or chief man 
of the boat receives $4 per month. The work- 
men at the salt flats receive from $3 to $4 per 
month, the employers providing them with 
rice, which is their chief food. Their wants 
are few, their expenses nominal, and they live 
on and are contented with these wages. 

In some cities salt is peddled about the 
streets by blind men, who have the monopoly 
of this business. Noone is allowed to inter- 
fere with them or enter into competition. 
Though I requested information as to the 
quantity of the annual product of salt from 
all the works, or any of them, the value, etc., 
I was unable to obtain it, and therefore can 
not furnish in these notes any statistics. The 
quantity and amount of sales, however, must 
be very great to supply this vast population, 
to create such a revenue, and to enable all 
those concerned in the management and trade 
to grow s0 rich. 

In evidence of the large sums realized in the 
salt manufacture I read in a late number of 
Peking Gazette that the salt revenue of the 
province of Che-Kiang was required to for- 
ward the followirg assessments to Peking 
during the current year: Peking subsidy, 
200,000 taels; imperial household fund, 50,000 
taels; frontier defense expenses, 60,000 taels; 
and for the purchase of ginseng, 10,000 taels.— 
Ching-Kiang, China,
